The “education mayor” needs to do more 





T TOOK COURAGE for Menino 
to tell the city, back in 1996, that 
he would like his tenure as mayor 
to be judged on what happens in the 
schools. That’s a tough standard, be- 
cause every action to 
reform education 
seems to generate an 
equal and opposite 
outcry. Already, Meni- 
no is backing off his 
promise to serve only 
two terms. The rea- 
son? He still needs 
time to fulfill his pledge to turn the 
schools around. 

But if Menino is going to break the 
first promise, he’d better make sure 
he delivers on the second. And that 
means he needs to move faster. 

Menino must remind Boston why 
public education matters. The 
schools are where tomorrow’s minds 
are formed. The public school is also 
one of the only places where Ameri- 
cans of all backgrounds — all races, 
classes, and creeds — must work to- 
gether. The public school is, in a very 
real sense, the place where good citi- 
zens are made. 

Menino must also remind us that 
public education is especially impor- 
tant for a city. The quality of schools 
(along with public safety) determines 
whether middle-class families are at- 
tracted to Boston — or flee from it. 
When the middle class comes, it 
builds strong, stable neighborhoods 
— the foundation for a vital city. 
When the middle class leaves, the 
city falters. For Boston, the clock is 
ticking. 

Education is also at the nexus of 
other urban priorities. Even the most 
hardened police officers will tell you 
that there is no better way to prevent 
future crime problems than to keep 
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kids in school. It is also an econom- 
ic-development issue: companies re- 
locate to cities with an educated 
work force and good schools for 
their employees’ children. Above all, 
education is an antidote to 
dependency. 

Menino has plenty to be 
proud of. He recruited 
Thomas Payzant, a talented 
reformer. He also fought 
hard to keep the appointed 
school board — an absolute 
requirement for change. 
But, as Yvonne Abraham points out 
in this issue (“Flying Solo,” page 8), 
the mayor needs to bring the same 
fighting spirit to other political bat- 
tles that Payzant and the school 
board cannot fight alone. 


© Places to learn. In 1994, the 
Boston Teachers’ Union and the 
school department agreed to allow 
some schools to operate outside the 
usual bureaucratic rules. These “pi- 
lot schools” were charged with find- 
ing new educational approaches to 
become models that all the schools 
could emulate. Already, it is clear 
that these exciting schools are 
working — witness the long waiting 
lists — but the city has not made it 
easy. They are still hemmed in by 
bureaucrats. Even more important, 
many of the pilot schools are being 
hampered — or blocked entirely — 
because they simply don’t have a 
place to go. All across the Boston 
public school system, there is a seri- 
ous facilities crunch. In 1994, 
Menino’s Blue Ribbon Commission 
reported that the city desperately 
needed to build new schools to ac- 
commodate the burgeoning student 
population. There has not been a 
new public school built since 1977. 


















































Stand and deliver 


@ Teaching tolerance. Massachu- 
setts has been a national model for 
teaching tolerance of gays and les- 
bians. In 1993, the state directed 
high schools to adopt a program that 
has since proved a success across the 
state. The unhappy surprise, as Jason 
Gay reported in last week’s Phoenix 
(“Closeted Classrooms,” November 
14), is that all but one of Boston’s 
high schools have ignored the order. 
Menino must make it clear that this 
is not acceptable. 


e Starting young. The more we 
learn about education, the more clear 
it is that there is no substitute for 
starting early. At the same time, 
more and more parents are working 
during those vital years. Yet Payzant 
has been forced to cut back early- 
learning slots for four-year-olds be- 
cause there is not enough money. 
The Blue Ribbon Commission rec- 
ommended building eight early- 
learning centers. So far, there’s only 
been enough money for three. 


There are good reasons for hope. 
With the Boston Arts Academy final- 
ly under way and arts curriculum 
standards finally in place, Boston 
seems to be recognizing the impor- 
tance of fostering creativity — hith- 
erto considered a luxury. And with 
more schools emphasizing school-to- 
career programs, the city seems to be 
rediscovering a concept — vocation- 
al training — that had fallen out of 
favor. 

But Boston has been disappointed 
before. It will take an unwavering 
sense of urgency if the mayor is to 
leave his mark.

STOP MAKING SENSE 


I enjoyed Christopher Millis’s com- 
ments on Arthur Ganson’s kinetic 
sculptures, currently on exhibit at the 
MIT Museum [“The Art of Science,” 
Arts, November 14]. However, Mil- 
lis’s final words on Ganson were a 
disappointment: “I feel so pointedly 
what's missing in this show — namely 
a willingness to address larger human 
themes and become shameless art. 
Imagine if the dueling swords were 
related to an army, interred perhaps, 
of toy soldiers.” 

If Ganson “addressed larger human 
themes,” relating his dueling swords to 
an army of interred toy soldiers, it 
wouldn't be art, just a didactic, single- 
pointed moral simile (“The Seven 
Deadly Sins” mechanized). The re- 
wards of art lie in perceptual ambiguity, 
in the gray area where a brushstroke is 
sometimes (but not always) more than 
a brushstroke, where a red cocktail 
sword is sometimes a symbol for hu- 
man violence, angst, and cussedness — 
and sometimes just a piece of plastic 
pulled out of a maraschino cherry. 

Millis writes: “Imagine just the effect 
of calling the grease machine Ulcer or 
Indecision; it would return the deus to 
the machina.” I'd rather let the hypnot- 
ic flow of grease push my imagination 
in new directions than be told by the 
artist (a “deus” over the “machina”) 
what to perceive. Great art is interac- 
tive, and Ganson’s visionary techno- 
koans need no programmatic titles to 
instruct, enlighten, and, yes, amuse.

It took BU psychiatrist William 
Anthony six years to write The Art of 
Napping, which gives you a sense of 


his dedication to the subject 
matter. Through some quirk 
of bohemian upbringing, 
Anthony was never inculcated 
with the illiberal nap stance 
of America’s corporate 
culture, and his book, which 
was published in May by 
Larson Publications, takes 
his napping agenda to the 
people. 

What he found, during 
those six years, is that 
everyone is napping. 

“I ran into so many people 
who essentially go out to 


their cars to nap” during work hours, 
Anthony says. “People are hiding 
their naps. Everybody hides their 


naps from their employers, and, 


believe me, employers are hiding their

Toward a new Ireland?

people of goodwill.” 
One such person, 
American negotiator 
George Mitchell, 
whom McGuinness 
describes as “very 
honorable, very 
decent,” has 
scheduled bilateral 
talks with all sides 
this week, in an 
attempt to find some 
common ground. 
McGuinness himself 
still hopes that David

resolutely denied. He maintains his 
usual odd smile, hard-edged but also 
shy. Hey, he’s Irish. 
McGuinness is in the US to try to 
drum up American support for the 
current round of peace talks, which 
are in danger of stalling thanks to 
David Trimble’s Ulster Unionist 
Party (which has greeted Sinn Féin 
with “a wall of silence”) and lan 
Paisley’s Democratic Unionists 
(who are boycotting the talks 
altogether). Despite the current 
stalemate, and the danger that 
prolonged fruitless negotiation will 
induce the IRA to break its cease- 
fire, McGuinness remains optimistic: 
he tells the packed Harvard 
audience that “the prospects for 
peace are better than they have 
ever been in the last 70 years.” 
In part that’s because he’s hopeful 

the new English prime minister,

Trimble will “go along 
the road that [South Africa's] F.W. de 
Klerk has taken” and lead Ulster’s 
Unionists into an Irish future that’s 
grounded in tolerance and 
understanding rather than hatred and 
bigotry. If Trimble can't rise to the 
occasion, McGuinness is counting 
on Prime Minister Blair — and 
perhaps President Clinton — to 
give him a nudge.

Ed Teague, former 
House minority leader and a failed 
1996 congressional candidate, is 
likely to announce a bid for 
treasurer next week.

Duffy's right in the race to succeed 
incumbent treasurer Joe Malone, 
who is seeking the 1998 GOP 
nomination for governor. 

Several potential Democratic

HEY CAME to pay their last 
respects. 

Some traveled from as far as 
Arlington; others walked just a 
few blocks. Throughout the 
snowy evening, a steady stream of 
mourners trickled in. It was 
standing room only, a sea of black 
and leather. Familiar faces lined 
the walls. Some coped with the 
loss by recalling fonder times; few 
could believe this was the end. 

The Rat is dead. 

Kenmore Square’s legendary 
Rathskeller closed its doors for 
good on Sunday night. In the late 
70s and early ’80s, the club was 
the nexus of the local garage- 
punk scene — Boston’s version of 
CBGB's. It was also a club that 
R.E.M., U2, and the Police played 
before they got big. Most 
important, it was Boston rock’s 
hangout, the kind of place with 
local bands on the jukebox. 

“[Owner Jim Herald] gave us a 
break when we were kids,” said 
Chris Doherty, the 32-year-old 
singer for the punk legends 
Gangreen. “The first time I 
played here | was 15. And I’m 
honored to be here on the last 
night.” Doherty’s band was the 
last to perform on Saturday night 
— the Rat’s last live show. 

David Minehan, who sang with 
the Neighborhoods, recalled how 
the Rat influenced his music 
career: “One visit here and my 
world changed. I was a musician, 
writing and playing in a band. | 
realized everything | knew was 
wrong. | would definitely say it 

was my start here.” 

The Rat’s weathered décor has

changed little since the bar 
opened in the early '70s. The 
three-level club has two pool 
tables, a jukebox, a scattering of 
tables and barstools, and three 
bars. Downstairs, the walls are 
black, the cement floors are filthy, 
and exposed pipes dangle from 
the ceiling. Rats with glowing red 
eyes keep watch over the mosh 
pit, and a rank smell lofts from 
the graffiti-covered, open-doored 
restrooms. 

The closing of the Rat 
symbolizes more than just the end 
of a landmark club; it’s the 
disintegration of a family. 

“These people are more than 
just regulars,” said Hope Moon, 
the manager of the Rat and an 
employee for 16 years. “We know 
them as friends. We go to their 
weddings, baby showers, and

bridal showers.” 

Shutdown rumors had haunted 
the Rat for years, but most 
employces were notified of the 
closing only last week and still do 
not know who purchased the bar

the official closing — people 
scrambled to find a piece of Rat 
memorabilia. 

“It was like a fire sale,” said

Boston’s pilot schools raise an interesting question: 
how committed is this city to fixing education, really? 


Flying solo

IFTEEN THIRD-GRADERS, bun- 

dled up against the cold, are playing 

freeze tag outside the Young Achiev- 
ers Academy, in Mission Hill. The game 
doesn't last long: the blacktop that passes 
for the school’s playground is only slightly 
bigger than the average suburban driveway, 
and the kids can’t run far. In less than 10 
minutes, all but a few of them are standing 
still, loudly egging the others on, their 
breath visible. They might have played in 
the basement cafeteria, but the kids from 
Mission Grammar, the Catholic school 
from which Young Achievers leases class- 
room space, are already down there, play- 
ing basketball. Big silver trash cans, 
propped up on furniture, serve as hoops. 

Space is tight throughout the school: the 
girls have a single bathroom, also shared 
with Mission Grammar, and there’s only 
one working washbasin in it. Next year, 
Young Achievers will add another grade (as 
it has done in each of the last two years), 
and the school will need to negotiate to 
rent more classrooms. And even if they get 
those extra rooms, the whole school might 
be homeless next year anyway, when its 
lease is up. 

And yet parents are clamoring to get 
their kids in here: thie waiting list for Young 
Achievers is 250 names long. The academy 
is a pilot school, one of 11 innovative 
schools authorized by the school depart- 
ment, the school committee, and the Bos- 
ton Teachers’ Union since the spring of 
1994 in the interest of bringing change to 
the deteriorating Boston public school sys- 
tem. Free of most union and district rules, 
the pilot schools can choose their own 
teachers and set their own hours. They 
were designed to find new ways of educat- 
ing, to pioneer models that could be adopt- 
ed by the entire system. 

But despite the good work the pilot

schools are doing, the city has not backed 
them up. They are plagued by facilities prob- 
lems. They must battle daily for the autono- 
my they were promised. And the rest of the 
school system isn’t taking up the lessons 
they can provide: lessons on reconfiguring 
the school day, on nurturing enthusiasm 
among teachers, on getting through to kids 
beyond the reach of traditional approaches. 
The city is in danger of squandering the 
hope the pilot schools offer, and of ducking 
the radical change they represent. 

But the school system needs that change, 
and fast. Most of this city’s 123 schools 
have been consistently shortchanging their 
students for more than a decade. Test 
scores are alarmingly low, truancy and 
dropout rates alarmingly high. Kids have 
been shunted from one grade to the next 


regardless of whether they are qualified. 
Parents who can afford the choice take 
their kids out of the public school system 
— or out of the city altogether — when the 
students reach middle-school age. 

Both Mayor Thomas Menino and 
Schools Superintendent Thomas Payzant 
have promised action, and they’ve 
promised it soon. Every year without re- 
form sends another class of disastrously 
unprepared kids into the real world: there’s 
no time for modest, incremental change. 
The clock is ticking. 

Since pilot schools began three years 
ago, they have been helping a wide range of 
students, from gifted kids to those the sys- 
tem had given up on. The schools offer 
longer days and smaller classes, specializa- 
tions in science or performing arts, com- 


mitted teachers and involved parents. 
Where test scores are available, they’re 
good. Attendance and enthusiasm at the pi- 
lots are higher than in most schools. 

But each one has a long waiting list: pilot 
schools serve only 1500 of Boston's 65,000 
students. The rest must make do with 
schools of varying quality. Some are every 
bit as good as the pilot schools; most don’t 
even come close. So hundreds of parents, 
even some who could choose private 
schools, are hankering to get their kids into 
the pilots. The experiment is working. 
Which makes it all the more puzzling that 
the city hasn’t let more people in on it. 


T THE Downtown Evening Academy, 

kids who were beyond the reach of tra- 
ditional schools are steadily moving toward 
something most of them gave Up on years 
ago: high school diplomas. 

“These are the kids nobody wants,” di- 
rector Ferdinand Fuentes says of his 150 
charges. Forty percent are teen parents. 
Fifteen percent have been through the juve- 
nile justice system. Here, the students get 
individual attention, and they advance 
through the school’s three grades (Founda- 
tions, Pre-Senior, and Senior) only when 
they’ve mastered the necessary skills. “Oth- 
er teachers just passed out books and wait- 
ed for the work to be done,” says Rondell 
Griffin, who never before attended school 
regularly; he has just earned his first A-mi- 
nus ever. “Here, they ask questions and 
wait for answers.” 

Fuentes is proud that about 70 percent 
of his students attend classes at least 80 
percent of the time: quite an achievement, 
since most of them are holding down day 
jobs as well. 

But he can’t fully enjoy his progress with 
kids like Griffin. He’s too busy worrying 
about whether his school will have a decent 
home after next year. 

And he’s not the only one: every other-pi- 
lot school in the city is plagued by concerns 
over inadequate and impermanent facilities. 
Some have spaces that aren’t big enough for 
their needs right now, let alone when they 
expand as planned. Some must pay rent 
with money meant for books, furniture, and 
teacher salaries. Some have only temporary 
homes, and face uncertain futures as their 
leases expire in the next couple of years. 
Most face all of these problems at once. And 
two pilot schools — the Boston Arts Acade- 
my and the Josiah Quincy Upper School — 
have yet to open because they've had so 
much trouble finding homes. 

Payzant says the pilots are “essential to 
educational reform.” Menino has touted 
them as one of his administration's signal 
achievements. So you'd think the city and 
the school district would be falling over 
themselves to support schools like the 
Downtown Evening Academy. But so far, 
the support has stopped short of bricks and 
mortar. Look at the pilot schools, and you 
will find the limits of this city’s commit- 
ment to educational reform. 

When pilot schools were introduced, in 
the spring of 1994, the problem of where to 
put them should have been predictable. Else- 
where in Massachusetts, and all over the 
country, experimental schools have had 
trouble finding homes. The Boston public 
school system itself has been in a facilities 
crunch for years. Since 1972, 62 of Boston's 
public schools have been closed down and 
sold. Those that remained became increas- 
ingly crowded as the school-age population 
swelled again. In 1994, Menino appointed a 
blue ribbon commission to investigate the 
system’s facilities problems: it found that the 
crunch would get only worse, and urged 
new construction. But other needs — 
accreditation requirements and renovations 
— took priority. 

Yet the city and the school department 
didn’t expect this to be an issue for the pi- 
lot schools, which emerged from contract 
negotiations between the city and the Bos- 
ton Teachers’ Union as a way to keep inno- 
vative educators in the system at a time 
when many were contemplating breaking 
away to found state charter schools. Pilots 
could be made from existing schools, or 
they could be schools within schools, or 
they could be entirely new schools. At first, 
everybody thought more existing schools 
would choose to become pilots, or that

there would be more school-within-a- 
school proposals. 

Both were unreasonable expectations. For 
a whole school to become a pilot school, 
two-thirds of its teachers must vote to take 
on more work and make more effort than 
most others in the system. If so many teach- 
ers were willing to do that, the public 
schools wouldn't be in the mess they're in 
today. And the school-within-a-school ar- 
rangement is not attractive to pilot founders, 
who inevitably compete with the larger 
school for space and resources. One director 
likens it to living with one’s mother-in-law. 

So most of the pilots were new schools, 
which meant they needed new facilities. But 
the city and the school 
department were eager 
to get the experiment 
under way. Rather than 
wait for the money to 
become available to 
build permanent 
homes, they encour- 
aged the pilots to go 
ahead and start up, 
even though the sites 
they'd found were less 
than ideal. 

Having set the pro- 
cess of innovation in 
motion, however, the 
city promptly dropped 
the ball. It placed re- 
sponsibility for finding 
or paying for appropri- 
ate facilities squarely 
on the schools them- 
selves. Some of the pi- 
lot schools are housed 
in leased buildings in- 
stead of city-owned 
ones, and many of 
those must use part of 
their operating budgets 
to pay rent, a capital 
expenditure that almost 
every other school es- 
capes. The superinten- 
dent himself says that 
isn’t fair. 

Seeing the existing 
pilots’ facilities prob- 
lems worsen as leases 
run out and student 
populations climb, an 
overwhelmed school 
committee made sure the last three pilot 
schools to be approved knew that facilities 
were entirely their responsibility. (Right 
now, Payzant says, he’s not sure whether 
the committee will solicit proposals for 
more pilots, but if it does, no schools with- 
out permanent facilities will be considered). 

Wrong response, say pilot directors: “You 
can’t have an educational need and not a fa- 
cilities need,” says Linda Nathan, codirector 
of the phenomenally successful Fenway 
Middle College High School, which has just 
learned it will probably have to leave its digs 
at Bunker Hill Community College. 

“If you’re committed to public education,

Academy’s Fuentes. He leases his classrooms 
from the Franklin Institute for $68,000 a 
year. That money comes out of his school’s 
operating budget — which means his stu- 
dents effectively have fewer resources than 
do kids in the mainstream schools, most of 
which are housed in city-owned buildings. 
The Downtown Evening Academy also has 
no access to the building outside school 
hours, which makes it very difficult to pro- 
vide the students with extra help. 

The Lyndon School, in West Roxbury, 
has perhaps the most celebrated of the pilot 
schools’ facilities problems. The Lyndon 
offers small classes, interdisciplinary learn- 
ing, and experimental education for 250 
students, a third of whom are in Spanish 
bilingual classes. Right now, the school is 
decked out in all man- 
ner of ancient-looking 
sculpture and architec- 
ture, as the fourth 
grade learns about an- 
cient Greece and its 
mythology in history, 
art, math, and science 
classes. Last year, the 
Lyndon’s third-grade 
test scores were among 
the best in the city. 
Here, as at most other 
pilots, there is a long 
waiting list. 

The city renovated an 
old school building to 
house the Lyndon two 
years ago, but it’s too 
small. “We said, ‘We'll 
start up, but you know 
our problems,’ ” says 
Kate Johnson, the 
school’s cofounder. 
“The city said, ‘Go 
ahead.’ ” Now the Lyn- 
don needs an extension, 
and the neighbors 
refuse to allow it. Meni- 
no and the city council 
refused to go against 
the voters’ wishes, and 
the whole controversy 
stalled the city’s capital 
budget over the sum- 
mer. Now there’s no 
room for the school’s 
three kindergarten 
classes, so they’re in 
rented space a couple of 
miles away, at the Our 
Lady of the Annunciation church. 

The Health Careers Academy, a high 
school that prepares students for careers in 
the health professions, offers extra tutoring 
and study groups for its students, training 
in public speaking, internships in health 
care, and regular family nights that are well 
attended. The HCA is a school within a 
school — actually, within two schools, its 
170 students split between Dorchester 
High and Boston High. Attendance at HCA 
is close to 95 percent, compared with aver- 
ages of about 72 percent at its host schools. 

But it’s hard to keep the program togeth- 
er with students housed in two sites, 30 
minutes apart. Already, says director 
Sharon Callender, there’s no room for her

offices at either building, so she uses space 
at Northeastern University. And the HCA 
wants to accept another 60 students next 
year. What it really needs is a building of 
its own. 


N PART, the city’s inability to throw it- 

self behind the pilots’ search for perma- 
nent facilities comes down to money. But 
at its core, the pilots’ dilemma is a matter 
of political priorities (the needs of the 
Lyndon school versus the mayor’s need 
for West Roxbury votes, for example). 
And no pilot school saga better demon- 
strates the importance of political priori- 
ties — and the city’s capacity to solve pi- 
lots’ problems — than the story of the 
Boston Arts Academy. 

Menino promised the city an arts high 
school several years ago, in a State of the 
City address. But for three years, the Arts 
Academy couldn’t find a building. The city 
pledged to make it happen, however, 
promising the school a building in time for 
the 1997-—’98 school year. The academy, 
led by project manager John DiPaulo and 
partners from local arts institutions, began 
putting 240 students through a grueling 
admissions process. 

Then this past May, they learned that 
there would be no building after all, and 
the school would have to wait another year 
to open. “That was a very low day,” says 
DiPaulo. Parents were livid. 

“I remember calling [pilot schools chief] 
Al Holland’s office to complain,” says 
Donna Tapia, mother of one of the would- 
be students. “I got a call back from some- 
one in that place saying they were doing 
everything they could, and if I knew of any 
buildings, they’d be happy to hear from 
me. I said, ‘Excuse me? You're the City of 
Boston. You know where the buildings 
are.’ | was disgusted.” 

The parents organized, called city coun- 
cilors, and met with Menino, making it 
clear that they were going to hold him 
publicly to his promise. That did the trick. 
Rather than leaving the search to DiPaulo 
and Holland, who had little real-estate ex- 
pertise — and even less idea of how much 
they’d be allowed to spend, or even 
whether they'd be leasing or buying — 
Menino put Bob Baldwin, of the BRA, on 
the job. Baldwin settled on the old Boston 
Latin Academy, on Ipswich street, in the 
Fenway. The Arts Academy will open next 
September, at last. 

‘ What made the difference with the Arts 


Academy was that it became a potentially 
embarrassing political issue for the mayor. 
“It’s not the worst thing in the world that 
he’s responsive to constituent pressure,” 
says an Arts Academy advocate. “But you’d 
have liked the guy to have got on this six 
months earlier. Instead, he waits for the 
crisis. He waits till there are people beating 
down the door. Then he does something.” 
(Menino did not respond to a request for 
comment.) 

Now the Arts Academy is in the best po- 
sition of all the pilot schools: it will have a 
permanent, city-owned home, which it is 
unlikely to outgrow. None of the others 
have been so lucky. 

The best solution to pilot schools’ facili- 
ties problems would be to provide them 
with buildings like the one the Arts Acade- 
my now has: several directors have sug- 
gested that one building could house sev- 
eral pilots, since they’re so much smaller 
than mainstream schools (eventually, the 
Arts Academy will probably share its space 
with at least one other school). Only the 
city can provide such a solution. 

But just as the pilots are at the mercy 
of the mayor’s political priorities, they’re 
also affected by the school system’s in- 
ternal politics. Giving pilots extra help 
may alienate other educators in the dis- 
trict, many of whom already believe pi- 
lots get more money and better treat- 
ment than regular schools do. They 
don’t: on average, Al Holland says, pilots 
get about $100 less per student than 
other schools do, and some get as much 
as $400 less. 

But the department is nevertheless sensi- 
tive to accusations of favoritism. Payzant 
uses the issue as a bargaining chip in ne- 
gotiations, some directors say, arguing that 
he can’t do X or Y for a pilot because he 
doesn’t want to appear to be favoring 
them. “Payzant’s mantra is, ‘I’m the super- 
intendent of 123 schools,’” says Linda 
Nathan. “Maybe it should be, ‘I’m the su- 
perintendent for radical reform.’ ” 

The irony is that pilot schools, set up to 
represent the vanguard of the change so vi- 
tal to resurrecting Boston’s school system, 
should get something extra. If the mayor 
and the school department were as deter- 
mined to help all pilots as they ultimately 
were to help the Arts Academy, they would 
foster hope and provide an incentive for 
the rest of the schools in the system to be- 
come innovative themselves.

TT" BOSTON public schools scored 
quite a coup this year. Linda Nathan 
and Tom Payzant convinced Deborah 
Meier, who started the revolutionary Cen- 
tral Park East School, in East Harlem, to 
come to Boston and start a pilot school. 
Meier heads the Mission Hill School, with 
100 students grouped by age rather than 
grade and taught in small classes. 

But when her school opened a couple of 
months ago, Meier, a nationally acclaimed 
educator whose presence is arguably one 
the most powerful signs of hope for the 
Boston Public Schools, had to take the 
doors off closets and use them as tables till 
the real ones came. She’d ordered them in 
the spring, but the request took months to 
fill. The chairs, part of the same order, still 
haven't arrived. 

Principals all over Boston complain about 
the public school system’s bureaucracy, 
about the way the mountains of paperwork, 
the archaic purchasing processes, and the 
constant requests for reports get in the way 
of educating kids. Pilot schools were sup- 
posed to be free of the red tape, so they 
could concentrate on education: they were 
supposed to have autonomy. Fat chance, 
say their directors. The city hasn't come 
through for them here, either. 

The Mission Hill School, like the Young 
Achievers Academy, must rent its space 
from the Catholic archdiocese, but the red 
tape bothers Meier even more than her lack 
of a permanent home. “The supply question 
has been more distressing,” she says. “It’s 
so time-consuming. We ought to be able to 
order directly, but they haven’t worked that 
out. | just moan and groan. Right now 
we're trying to figure out how five- and six- 
year-olds are going to eat without trays. 
This weekend, I’m just going to go toa 
store and buy them myself.” 

Following the old rules is often more ex- 
pensive, too. “See this?” asks Fuentes, 
pointing to the greenish-gray rug in his tiny 
office. “I had to use city contractors to do 
this rug, and the rugs in the next two 
rooms. It cost me $4000. I could have got- 
ten it done for $900 cheaper.” 

And if autonomy comes at all, it comes at 
a high cost. “Being free from regulation 
and bureaucracy seems to take more time, 
more negotiation, more effort than just be- 
ing a part of the regular system,” says one 
director. “When you don’t want to do 
something, you have to call somebody and 
have a conversation about why not.” 

The school department counters that the 
pilots’ pain is just part of their responsibility 
to help improve the system for everyone. “I 
acknowledge that they've had their frustra- 
tions,” says Payzant. “And some are under- 
standable. On the other hand I see some 
real value in the pilot schools working to- 
gether as a group and identifying problems, 
and coming up with some solutions.” Next 
month, the pilot schools will bring forward 
a set of recommendations about fiscal au- 
tonomy, which they’ve been working on for 
over a year. “My hope is that they'll come 
up with some changes we can make 
through the whole system,” Payzant says. 
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HAT IS the greatest promise of the pi- 

lot schools, and the very reason for 
their existence: catalyzing change through- 
out the whole system. That’s the way pilots, 
which serve only 1500 students, can help 
benefit all of Boston’s schools. But so far, 
that promise hasn’t been realized. 

“We want the whole district to use us as 
their research-and-development wing,” 
says the Fenway’s Nathan, whose school 
is the best established of the city’s pilots 
(it’s 15 years old, and was one of the first 
pilots). “That’s our obligation.” Nathan's 
school was offered state charter status but 
turned it down in favor of remaining 
within the Boston Public Schools. All pi- 
lots have made a similar commitment. 

The experiment is only threé*years old, 
but already, pilot schools could teach the 
rest of the system a great deal. How to give 
teachers more planning time and profes- 
sional development, for example; how to 
assess students by nontraditional methods, 
such as portfolios of their best. work; haw 
to manage extended school hours; how to 
get parents more involved in their chil- 
dren’s educations; how to set up partner- 
ships with corporations and colleges. All 
these steps could go far toward reversing 
the schools’ slide. 

Nathan has done presentations for other 
schools on nontraditional assessment. And 
Al Holland says that, within a year, the de- 
partment will draw up a list of best prac- 
tices from the pilot schools. 

But the pilots’ directors say they aren't 
optimistic that the lessons they have to 
teach other schools will go any further. Nor 
do they think that the rest of the district is 
interested in what they're doing. 

Linda Nathan recalls a November 5 
school-committee meeting on reform, to 
which the pilots were not invited. “Is it 
pathetic to me that we're not there? You 
bet.” she says. “But it’s not because 
they’re bad people, it’s because they’re 
busy people, and there are too many 
agendas.” 

Few of the schools have had visits from 
other educators besides Payzant, either. 

“The [Boston public school system] 
hasn’t drawn on us,” says Kate Johnson. 
“Maybe they’re leaving us alone to get 
started up. But I need to feel we'll have the 
chance to express and exhibit what we’re 
doing here.” 

“I don’t have the sense that anyone from 
the district knows what we’re doing here in 
enough detail to learn from it,” says anoth- 
er director. 

Payzant is aware of pilots’ concerns, and 
he says he’s on the job. “My role,” he says, 
“is to help establish a relationship between 
the pilot schools and the other schools in 
the system, to try to break down the pilots’ 
sense of being orphaned and underappreci- 
ated on one hand, and the rest of the sys- 
tem’s sense that pilots have most-favored- 
nation status on the other.” 

If he doesn’t succeed, the pilots may be- 
come just another group of boutique 
schools with very long waiting lists. «

Critics call a massive new energy bill a scam — and 
they say Attorney General Scott Harshbarger is to blame 


Electric shock

ERE’S A QUICK quiz. A sweeping, 

multibillion-dollar bill restructuring 

Massachusetts’s electric-power in- 
dustry that zoomed through the state legis- 
lature this week was: 


a) “One of the most sophisticated rob- 
beries ever designed.” 

b) “The stealth issue to end all stealth is- 
sues.” 

c) “Power politics at its finest.” 

d) “A massive bailout.” 

e) “A fucking giveaway.” 


Trick question. The answer, according 
to a throng of outraged public-interest ac- 
tivists, environmentalists, and state polliti- 
cians, is all of the above. 

It’s been a troubling — and telling — 
couple of weeks on Beacon Hill. In a rush to 
clear their dockets before a winter recess that 
began on Wednesday, legislators have been 
cranking out one massive bill after another 
that neither they nor the public have had a 
reasonable amount of time to consider. 

Case in point: this week’s electric-utility 
deregulation. In just a day each of consid- 
eration, the House and Senate voted on 
more than 200 amendments to a hundred-

plus-page bill, which at press time was on 
the verge of winning final approval — de- 
spite the fact that several members knew 
little more than the very basics of what they 
had voted on. 

The plan’s horrified critics could only 
shake their heads in astonishment at the 
legislative beast — and the power of 
swarming lobbyists — and mourn what

Ralph Nader recently warned could be “the 
biggest consumer rip-off in state history.” 

The plan, they say, is hostile to the envi- 
ronment and filled with little-understood 
loopholes. But worst of all, they charge, it 
shunts onto consumers some $12 billion dol- 
lars in bad investments made by the utilities 
— including billions spent building nuclear 
power plants that the public actively opposed. 
The total cost of those “stranded costs” to an 
average household, critics say, could total as 
much as $3000 over seven years. 

A done deal in the legislature, deregula- 
tion may yet have repercussions in the 
1998 governor’s race. It was Attorney 
Gencral Scott Harshbarger, who as the 
state’s top regulatory official, negotiated a 
1996 deal with the utilities that served as a 
blueprint for the final bill. Harshbarger is 
running for governor — and already there 
are signs that that deal could become a 
campaign liability. 

It may be, however, that such a compli- 
cated issue simply won't catch on with the 
public — especially if the media keeps 
snoozing. When Beacon Hill debates $50 
million for the Patriots or the symbolism of 
the death penalty, people go wild. But some- 
how a law affecting our light switches and 


our monthly electric bills slips by unnoticed, 
buried in dry business-section pages. Appar- 
ently, a $12 billion tab can’t compete for our 
attention with a sobbing British nanny. 


NE MAN did try his best to wake up 
the public: Cambridge activist and en- 
trepreneur John O'Connor. 

Hoping to stir a deregulation debate, 
O’Connor spent more than $100,000 for 
ads in the Boston Globe and the Boston Her- 
ald, and on drive-time talk radio. One radio 
campaign included Ralph Nader; the other 
teamed liberal crusader Jim Braude and 
conservative populist Barbara Anderson. 

Little-known outside of progressive cir- 
cles, O’Connor’s passionate, well-financed 
activism has long made him an influential 
local figure — and a colorful one: tall, 
burly, and restless, O'Connor, 42, is a live- 
ly combination of a 1970s political idealist 
and a freewheeling, joke-cracking jock. 

THE FUN IS IN THE FIGHT reads a framed 
slogan in O’Connor’s office. But his mission 
is deadly serious. He grew up in the Con- 
necticut industrial town of Stratford, where 
an asbestos company called Raybestos was a 
community anchor— O’Connor even 
played Little League baseball for the 
Raybestos Cardinals. Years later, he learned 
that Raybestos was responsible for the can- 
cer that killed some of his boyhood friends, 
that the company hid the dangers of its 
product, and that the Cardinals’ had played 
baseball above a toxic dump site. 

That, O’Connor says, “really shattered 
my world-view.” He went on to found a 
national grassroots coalition that played a 
key role in Congress’s historic 1986 “Su- 
perfund” environmental-cleanup legisla- 
tion. (Today, the old Raybestos Cardinals 
ballpark is a major Superfund site.) 

Now O'Connor is the president of 
Greenworks, a Kendall Square—area outfit 
that he describes as “an incubator” for 
green-friendly businesses. From a small 
fortune made in real estate and at Green- 
works, O’Connor supports a variety of 
good works around town has become a 
strong presence on the local political scenc. 















He even kicked around the idea of a run 
for Congress this spring. 

But on no issue in Massachusetts politics 
has O’Connor been so active and visible as 
energy deregulation. With his long-time in- 
terest in environmental — and, by exten- 
sion, energy — issues, O’Connor could not 
resist getting involved in what he saw as a 
failure of the political system. 

“The whole promise of deregulation was 
cleaner and cheaper energy,” O’Connor 
says. But the plan he saw emerging from 
Harshbarger’s office and subsequently the 
legislature looked like a sell out. 

The basic idea was appealing: make the 
state’s outdated electric power system more 
efficient by introducing competition into 
what is now a monopoly industry. (In a few 
months, you'll be able to choose your utility 
company the way you pick a long-distance 
phone service.) The new market pressures 
should allow utilities to lower rates for con- 
sumers while turning bigger profits and 
spewing less pollution. 

Sounds great, especially considering that 
electric rates in Massachusetts are about 50 
percent higher than the national average, 
and the state’s power plants are among the 
nation’s dirtiest. 

But in making the transition, someone 
will have to swallow billions of dollars in- 
vested in power plants and contracts that 
won't survive the pressures of the new mar- 
ket. Those “stranded costs” total some $12 
billion. Under the deal brokered by Harsh- 
barger and passed by the legislature, con- 
sumers will pay those stranded costs by 
way of their utility bills. 

O’Connor says the utilities should swallow 
all $12 billion in stranded costs; other critics 
suggest a 50-50 split of the burden. At the 
very least, they say, utilities should only be 
able to pass along the costs for investments 
they were forced into by the state — and not 
those, like nuclear power plants — they 
made despite strong public protest. What's 
more, critics say, the plan woefully fails to 
place tough new limits on air pollution, and 
actually cuts funds for conservation and re- 
newable-energy research. 










Harshbarger and legislative 
backers of the plan say they won 
the best deal possible without send- 
ing the utilities into bankruptcy or 
tying up the courts for eons. 
Harshbarger professes amazement 
that anyone could complain about 
his deal, which promised a 10 per- 
cent cut in electric rates almost im- 
mediately. (The House and Senate 
were still haggling over the exact 
reduction at press time.) He also 
notes that utilities already bill cus- 
tomers for their bad investments. 

Critics say the bankruptcy threat 
is exaggerated, and that they'd 
prefer to fight in court than cave 
in. And, they add, a 10 percent cut 
is fine — until you consider that 
those failed investments will make 
up 30 to 40 percent of your bill. 


OHN O’CONNOR says the 
real blame here lies with Scott 
Harshbarger. 

“I can only imagine he made a 
political decision about his coming 
contest with Joe Kennedy,” says 
O’Connor. “I think he made the calculation 
that even though he was going to pay well- 
to-do shareholders billions of dollars, in an 
election year he could promise voters a 10 
percent rate reduction.” 

What’s more, O’Connor charges, “He 
needed every level of support and institu- 
tional dollar he could get his hands on.” 

The notion that Harshbarger bungled 
deregulation could pose a real threat to him 
in the "98 campaign — a fact apparently 
not lost on his opponents. 

Last week State Treasurer Joe Malone, a 
GOP candidate for governor, blasted the 
deregulation deal at a State House press 
conference. Former state senator and 
Democratic gubernatorial candidate Patri- 
cia McGovern weighed in with a proposed 
“Consumer's Electric Bill of Rights.” And 
according to one knowledgeable source, 
Ray Flynn, the former Boston mayor who is 
weighing a populist-style challenge to

Harshbarger, was recently on the verge of 
broadsiding the attorney general on the is- 
sue — but held off in deference to his 
union supporters, who won sweet deals in 
the current deregulation plan. 
Harshbarger seems to realize that things 
could get ugly. After Malone’s criticisms, 


he responded in an unusually pointed state- 


ment (and later in a Globe editorial) accus- 
ing his critics of using “misinformation, if 
not outright lies,” as well as “phony pop- 
ulism, political pandering, and ‘sky is 
falling’ rhetoric” — even though Malone 
never singled out Harshbarger by name. 

“I have never seen Scott use language 
like [that],” says Jim Braude. “I’m con- 
vinced that he realized he was well-inten- 
tioned and screwed up along the way.” 

O'Connor is more blunt: “He should be 
man enough to admit his staff made a bad 
deal.” 

This is one of those times when Scott 
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Harshbarger must be grateful that 
Joe Kennedy stayed out of the gov- 
ernor’s race. Kennedy, who found- 
ed an energy company in the 1980s, 
was clearly prepared to make dereg- 
ulation a campaign issue. 

“We saw it as a key crack issue,” 
says one Kennedy backer. 

There may also be an opportuni- 
ty here for a broader attack on 
Harshbarger’s dealmaking. Twice 
before as attorney general, he has 
been forced to defend his bargain- 
ing with big corporate interests. 

Harshbarger was an architect of 
a $368 billion settlement between 
several states and the country’s to- 
bacco giants last June that has 
drawn withering fire from tough 
anti-tobacco critics who said it was 
far too soft on the industry. And in 
1994, he broke a vow to make 
nonprofit Massachusetts hospitals 
justify their tax-exempt status by 
meeting specific dollar targets for 
spending on community programs. 
Could all this mean trouble for 
Harshbarger in the "98 campaign? 
According to the polls, he’s already having a 
hard time winning over voters, even in his 
own party. He doesn’t need new questions 
about his negotiating savvy, or his dedication 
to protecting the little guy against corporate 
musclemen. 

And he definitely doesn’t need people 
concluding they were screwed by energy 
deregulation. It may not be sexy — but 
neither are the tax-policy debates that have 
driven Massachusetts politics for a decade. 
If anyone successfully translates deregula- 
tion into a pocketbook issue, it could ex- 
plode in Harshbarger’s face. 

And who could do such a thing? John 
O’Connor, who is already talking repeal: 
“The citizens of the Commonwealth lost 
round one,” he says. “But there’s going to 
be a round two and three.” e

You can’t blame Jim Majorowski 


for feeling a tad edgy. Yesterday was Bos- 
ton’s first snowstorm of the year, and it de- 
livered several inches of snow, sleet, and 
freezing rain — making the workday mis- 
erable for bicycle messengers like the 
bleached-blond 29-year-old. Conditions 
couldn’t have been more treacherous, he 
says. High winds ripped through the Finan- 
cial District, slush collected in potholes, 
and automobiles ricocheted around inter- 
sections like pinballs. 

But it’s not slippery roads that are stress- 
ing Majorowski the most. An October 30 
collision between a unlicensed bike mes- 
senger and a prominent pedestrian — 
William Spring, a school committee mem- 
ber and a vice-president with the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston — has triggered a 
wave of public outrage against Boston’s 
bike messengers. Long-time professional 
couriers like Majorowski are finding them- 
selves on the defensive. 

“It’s terrible,” he says. “I’ve never seen 
anything like this.” 

For years, there has been an uneasy, 
sometimes combative relationship between 
Boston’s bike messengers and the surround- 
ing community. Accidents have always hap- 
pened from time to time, but last month’s 
crash, in the early evening at the intersection 
of Commonwealth Avenue and Clarendon 
Street, was particularly alarming. The mes- 
senger, Jonathan Gladstone, escaped with 
minor injuries. But the well-known Spring, 
who suffered severe head trauma, remains in 
stable condition at Beth Israel Deaconess 
Medical Center, where he recently emerged 
from a coma, a family spokesperson says. 

The accident has prompted renewed 
scrutiny of Boston’s bike messengers. Busi- 
ness leaders are pushing for tougher restrictions on couri- 
ers, especially unlicensed ones. City police agree that a 
crackdown is warranted. Local media outlets have mobi- 
lized against messengers, too. A November 8 editorial in 
the Globe warned that without reform of the courier busi- 
ness, Boston’s streets could descend into “anarchy.” 

But there’s no obvious villain in this dispute. Stung by the | 
recent criticism, messengers feel they’ve been un- | 
fairly demonized as a group. Couriers say they 
recognize the importance of safety; they, 
too, were rattled by the Spring incident. 

No group is more aware of the trouble 
caused when cyclists, cars, and pedestri- 
ans intermingle downtown — 
messengers see it every day. 

“I'll be the first to say that there are a 
lot of idiots out there riding bikes,” says 
veteran messenger Rick Page, 28. “There 
are people doing stupid shit for no other 
reason other than trying to look tough.” 

The problem is, the idiots make people scared. 
Though messengers perform a valuable service, many 
people consider them an urban menace. Over the next 
few weeks, the battle over Boston’s streets is expected to 
intensify. In all likelihood, it’s going to pit the city’s mes- 
sengers against the very hands that feed them.

RACTICALLY EVERYONE in Boston, it seems, can 
tell a bike-messenger horror story. Maybe it’s the time 
they were crossing the street and got brushed by some 
hellion who popped a middle finger as he sped past. 
Or it’s the messenger who ignored two red 
lights and caused a T bus to swerve like a 
stunt car. Perhaps it’s the courier who got 
irritated with a slow driver and deposited 
a loogie on the hood of a Lexus. 
It’s hard to recall a courier crash 
as news-making as the William 
Spring—Jonathan Gladstone collision, but 
local animosity toward bike messengers is 
nothing new. Almost a decade ago, Globe 
columnist Mike Barnicle fantasized about 
“what one of these morons would look and 
sound like if I was able to thrust a stick into the 
spokes of their speeding front wheel. In my mind, the guy 
... would land, screaming, in the park at Copley Square, 
preferably on cement.” 
Obviously, not everyone wishes physical harm upon 
couriers. But there’s little question that the Hub is a hos- 


on’s bike couriers are facing an unprecendented storm of criticism 
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tile clime for bike messengers. In downtown areas like the 
Financial District, runaway bicycle couriers are feared al- 
most as much as a Wall Street crash. 

“I’ve never been hit,” Fleet Bank president John Hamill 
told the Globe after the William Spring accident, “but I’ve 
been a victim of their crude remarks.” 

Pop culture hasn’t helped the bike messengers’ image 
any. The profession has been caricatured by inane films 
such as Quicksilver (with Kevin Bacon) and poster chil- 
dren like Puck Rainey, the booger-eating jackass in the 
San Francisco edition of MTV’s The Real World, who 
bragged ad nauseam about his courier career (but is ru- 
mored to have been a Bay Area messenger for only a few 
days). Because they tend to be young, and to have a flair 
for inventive wardrobes and lingo, messengers are often 
lumped into the same rebel-stoner-outlaw category as 
skateboarders, snowboarders, and surfers. 

Such stereotyping irritates real-life couriers no end. 
“The public should understand that messengers are not 
the kind of people we’ve been made out to be,” says An- 
drew van Gulden, 31, a Boston rider of 10 years. “We are 
college people, married people, parents, and homeowners. 
Most of us are not punks.” 

Today, there are roughly 200 messengers in Boston, a 
number that rises a bit in summer and dips in January. 
Most of the city’s couriers are in their 20s, though a few 

























































are younger and a couple could have voted for McGov- 
ern as president. They include men and women, high- 
school dropouts and Ph.D. candidates, pierced alterna- 
hunks and clean-cut computer dorks, party lords who 
drink their paychecks at J.J. Foley's and family men who 
squirrel cash to buy a house. 

Most couriers were drawn to the profession because 
they love two things: bikes and independence. Messen- 
gering was custom-built for gearheads who love feeling 
their quadriceps burn, and hate office jobs and dress 
codes. Though the profession will attract short-timers 
who can’t hack the pace, a surprising number last more 
than a few months. Those that survive a few winters — 
veterans are called “careeriers” — say they are addicted 
to the job’s many freedoms. (Boston's messengers are 
known for their penchant for public nudity, which began 
with some late-night pool-hopping and peaked with an 
impromptu 30-rider au naturel spin down Newbury 
Street a couple of years ago.) 

There’s a strong us-against-them quality to the courier 
lifestyle; unless you ride for a living, riders say, it’s nearly 
impossible to grasp the public scorn they face every day. 
“I’ve learned how to deal with the animosity of people in 
general,” says Rick Page. “Whether it’s stepping into an 
elevator and watching people move back, or asking to use 
a bathroom or telephone and being told, ‘Absolutely not.’ ” 





Are Boston's couriers out of control, misunderstood 


But last month's accident sent 
a chill down every laid-back 
spine in the Boston courier com- 
munity. Scrious injury is a con- 
stant fear among bike messen- 
gers, but seriously injuring 
someone else, especially a pedes- 


math of the crash, couriers have 
expressed sympathy for Spring 
and empathy for Gladstone. But 
over the past three weeks, mes- 
sengers report being sworn at, 
spit upon, and harassed. 

“Yes, I've heard things,” says 
Matthew Russcll, an expericnced 
courier who rides a vintage-frame 
bike. “Just as I'm walking out the 
door, they'll say, ‘Don’t kill any- 
one today.’ ” 








HAT MAKES it even hard- 

er for Boston’s messengers 
is that few people understand 
what they do in the first place. 
Foremost, riders say, they’re 
businesspeople who provide an 
essential service. Accidents are 
very bad for business. 

Bike couriers have existed in 
Boston since the turn of the cen- 
tury, but the profession truly took 
off here during the late 1970s, 
following similar explosions in 
New York, San Francisco, and 
Chicago. The city’s first courier 
company, Marathon Messengers, 
began as a three-person operation 
run from a Beacon Hill apart- 
ment. As Marathon grew, other 
outfits followed, and by the begin- 
ning of the next decade, downtown Boston was awash in 
wheel-borne messenger services. 

“During the late 70s and early ’80s, the amount of bi- 
cycles in Boston was tremendous,” recalls Jack Avery, a 
vice-president of Choice Courier Systems, which has 
done business here since 1978. 

Today, the landscape has changed; Avery notes that 
fax machines, e-mail, and other technological advances 
have nibbled at the margins of the couricr business. But 
messengering has outlasted umpteen predicted dooms- 
days, and its survival looks certain. If you are working 





with legal documents, graphic design, phctography — 
any field where hard copy is sacred — then you're prob- 
ably going to need a bike messenger at some point. 


Most of this work is divided among 50 or so Boston 


courier businesses, ranging from large ones like Choice 
and Boston Bike Couriers, to midsize companies with a 
half-dozen riders, like the North End—based Symplex, to 
tiny one- or two-rider outfits. Almost all of them hire bike 
messengers as independent contractors, thus avoiding the 
need to shell out for health insurance. (Scarily, the vast 
majority of couriers have no health plan whatsoever.) 


But it’s quite possible to earn a decent living as a mes- 


senger. Couriers are paid a certain percentage of each 
delivery fee, usually between 40 and 60 percent. A reli-

Rules of the road 


IN 1990, on the heels of several major bike mes- 
senger accidents — including one involving David 
Reuter, a college student who was hit by a truck 
within the first 10 minutes of his first day on the job, 
and later died — Boston's city council passed a set 
of regulations on the business. The measure, cham- 
pioned by then-councilor Rosaria Salerno, was the 
city's first attempt to regulate messengers. Today, 
the city sets rules for messengers and courier com- 
panies in the following areas: 


e REGISTRATION. Ali companies that employ 
commercial bike messengers must be registered 
with the city. Companies are instructed to teach all 
employees safe-bicycling techniques. 


e LICENSING. Every commercial messenger 
who uses Boston roadways for compensation more 
than twice a month is required to apply for a license 
and carry it while working. Getting the license, which 
costs $20 and is valid for two years, requires a back- 
ground check, but there is no safety test. 


© GEAR. Commercial messengers are required to 
wear a protective also helmet and an orange reflective 
vest. They must also display their courier registration 
number prominently on their clothing or courier’s bag. 


Though the majority of Boston’s messengers carry 
licenses and wear helmets, other regulations aren't 
as closely obeyed, despite the threat of fines rang- 
ing from $20 to $100. Not every courier displays his 
or her number, and it’s nearly impossible to find 
someone downtown wearing the vest. 

In the wake of the October 30 accident that left 
school committee member William Spring in a coma, 
city leaders are considering tougher regulations, in- 
cluding mandatory training and liability insurance. A 
task force of law enforcement representatives and 
businesspeople plans to involve messenger compa- 
nies in this discussion, says Boston Police Depart- 
ment spokesperson Margot Hill. 

in addition to passing new laws, Hill says, city 


_ leaders need to make messengers comply with ex- 


isting ones. 

“Many citizens of Boston want us to do something 
about this, and we will,” says Hill. “We're not trying 
to put [anyone] out of business. We just want to take 
a business that is in dire need of regulation and 
make it better regulated.”

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able bike courier can make $350 to $500 
per week, and experienced messengers 
claim they can haul in $700 a week or 
more, Full-time messengers work five-day 
weeks, with the busiest periods arriving in 
the late afternoon, when end-of-the-day 
panic sets in. 

To stay in touch with company dispatch- 
ers, messengers are equipped like Robo- 
cops — armed with alphanumeric pagers, 
cellular phones, and two-way radios capa- 
ble of penetrating elevator walls. 

Of course, speed remains critical. Gadgets 
can only help so much; the swiftness of de- 
livery depends largely on the street wisdom 
and gutsiness of the messenger. Couriers 
learn to make eye contact with drivers and 
pedestrians, looking for clues to where traf- 
fic is headed. They observe everything from 
the way a driver grips a steering wheel to the 
way his shoulders turn; they also rely on a 
messenger’s instinct that Rick Page likens to 
“Spidey sense.” 

“It’s a dangerous job,” says Rhoby 
Roode, one of the city’s female bike mes- 
sengers. “But it’s like any other skill. When 
you get more experienced, it becomes less 
dangerous.” 

But even the most careful, experienced 
courier admits that to be a bike messenger 
is to participate in organized chaos. Couri- 
ers say they try not to endanger anyone, but 
they are known to weave through automo- 
bile gridlock, cut corners, ride the wrong 
way on one-way streets, and run the occa- 
sional red light. 

“It’s the nature of the business,” Jim Ma- 
jorowski says. “You just want to get the de- 
livery done. All of us do it.” 

That is why some Boston leaders are now 
calling for tougher regulations on the mes- 
senger business. Critics believe that a busi- 
ness based upon quick deliveries, commis- 
sions, and freelance employees is a recipe 
for disaster. 

The primary issue is stricter enforce- 
ment. Currently, Boston’s messengers can 
disobey traffic rules with only the slightest 
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SPEED BLUR: who's to blame for recklessness — daredevil bike couriers or companies that demand fast deliveries? 


threat of repercussion. The city’s messen- 
ger licensing program — implemented in 
1990 — requires couriers to carry licenses 
and wear helmets, numbers, and vests. But 
these regulations are largely unenforced, 
couriers say. Many messengers wear hel- 
mets, but numbers and vests have been 
tougher sells. And riders estimate that 
roughly one-tenth of couriers are unli- 
censed — mostly out of sheer laziness. 
More alarming is the fact that almost any- 
one can walk in off the street and find work 
somewhere as a Boston bike messenger. 
There are no city standards or tests for first- 


time riders. Some larger courier outfits are 
known for hiring green riders on the spot; 
even smaller companies, which prefer to use 
only road-tested couriers, are forced to 
scramble for warm bodies now and then. 
After the October 30 collision, Boston’s 
business community took unprecedented 
steps to curb wayward couriers. Fleet Bank 
announced that it would no longer accept 
or make deliveries using unlicensed mes- 
sengers. Public relations kingpin George 
Regan declared that he wouldn’t accept 
bike-delivered packages, period. And the 
city’s chamber of commerce urged its 
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members to use only licensed messenger 
companies — and to insist that all couriers 
carry their licenses and wear their commer- 
cial messenger vests. 

Certainly, some measured response 
should follow last month’s incident at 
Commonwealth and Clarendon. But Bos- 
ton’s messengers feel they have been shut 
out of the discussion. Furthermore, they 
believe that the criticism from the business 
community — which depends on couriers 
to make deliveries quickly — is at least a 


little disingenuous.

“We are doing a job for those people,” 
says Adam Ford, 27, a messenger of four 
years. “We don’t wake up in the morning 
and decide we're going to go crash into 
someone.” 


IKE MESSENGERS aren't trying to 

duck their responsibilities on Boston’s 
roadways. Most of them acknowledge their 
complicity in making the streets an obstacle 
course of walkers, drivers, and messengers. 
But they don’t want to be singled out. 

“It’s terrible when someone gets hurt, 
but the public and media reaction tends to 
beatot of finger-pointing,” says James 
Hallisey, a veteran messenger, bicycle 
builder, and owner of Best Bike Couriers. 
“It doesn’t get down to the root issue, 
which is road safety for everyone.” 

After all, you needn’t explain to messen- 
gers that city cycling can be dangerous. 
They have the broken bones to prove it. 
You can go down the list: Matthew Russell 
busted a collarbone; Andrew van Gulden’s 
been hit by cars at least four or five times; 
Jim Majorowski was catapulted over a 
hood, landing on his head and splitting his 
helmet into three pieces. Practically every- 
one has been “doored” at least once — that 
is, sent airborne by a driver opening a car 
door into the line of traffic. 

The fact is that bike messengers have a 
vested interest in making their workplace 
less risky. Beyond the headlines, there are 
some steps that would clearly help make 
the streets safer for everyone: 

e Awareness. Hallisey and others want 
the city make a full-blown effort to improve 
road safety. This means not only better 
training for messengers — Hallisey sup- 
ports mandated training for newcomers — 
but also more cooperation from drivers and 
pedestrians. If messengers are going to 
learn their hand signals, then pedestrians 
should be taught not to barrel into traffic. 
Likewise, drivers should be aware of the _ 
presence of cyclists in the road, remember 
to signal turns, and avoid opening doors 
into oncoming traffic. 

“To me, it comes down to respect,” says 
Hallisey. “Respect for everyone’s right to 
use the street.” 

e Licensing. The city’s current licensing 
system needs sharper teeth. Right now, all 
you need to do is pay $20, pass a back- 
ground check, and you’re sent on the road. 
The city should consider giving messengers 
at least a brief examination on bike safety, 
similar to tests for automobile drivers. 

There’s no reason why even a few unli- 
censed couriers should be allowed to work 
on the streets. Businesses must avoid using 
or accepting deliveries from unlicensed 
messengers, as the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce has recommended. And courier 
companies who employ them should face 
penalties. 

As for mandatory equipment, helmets 


and prominently displayed numbers are 
wise, but Boston shouldn't insist on orange 
vests or other uniforms. Messengering is a 
profession that celebrates individuality, and 
couriers won't go for city-mandated outfits. 
No matter how cute. 

e Enforcement. Current regulations are 
too often ignored. Messengers are always 
going to resist strict policing, but they need 
to be convinced that courier rules aren't 
just for show. Riders should know that if 
they refuse to carry a license, wear their 
number, or abuse traffic laws, they can and 
will face a progressive series of fines. 

Boston Police spokesperson Detective 
Sergeant Margot Hill believes that if regu- 
lations are tightly enforced, messengers will 
begin to encourage others to obey the law. 
“Compliance is really the key,” Hill says. 

However, at the same time, it’s important 
to keep the playing field level. That’s why in 
addition to patrolling bike messengers, po- 
lice assigned to high-traffic areas should also 
be watching, reminding, and fining wayward 
automobiles and pedestrians. 

“Enforcement of rules and regulations is 
really going to be the deterrent,” says 
Choice Courier’s Jack Avery. “Whether it’s 
not wearing the right equipment or jay- 
walking, when fines are really levied, then 
people are going to pay attention.” 

e Organization. For too long, Boston’s 
messengers have been a business commu- 
nity without a voice, devoid of leadership 
and unrepresented in city government. This 
weakness was apparent during the past sev- 
eral weeks of media coverage, when a 
tightly orchestrated anti-messenger brigade 
got its message across with nary a peep of 
response from city couriers. 

“We're a small group, and we don’t have 
a lot of money and power,” says Adam 
Ford, who serves on the city’s bicycle advi- 
sory committee. “Plus, we’re young.” 

But those factors shouldn’t stop Boston’s 
bike messengers from organizing to make 
their voices heard in city affairs. Though 
couriers are fiercely independent — obvi- 
ously, not everyone agrees all the time — 
they should consider forming an associa- 
tion that includes representatives who can 
speak for the profession. 

Last month’s accident has created an .op- 
portunity for cooperation and constructive 
solutions. But that means putting the 
brakes on the recent hyperbole — and dis- 
pelling stereotypes about the messengering 
profession. Likewise, couriers need to set 
aside their mistrust of authority, acknowl- 
edge their shortcomings, and agree to some 
changes. 

If it earns back some respect, messen- 
gers like Jim Majorowski are willing to 
give it a try. 

“Maybe something good might come 
from this,” he says. “We don’t have to be 
renegades.”

TROUBLE AFOOT: is tragedy about to strike? 


The Boston Phoenix has been cover-

Peddling disaster 
5 years ago: 
November 20, 1992 

After school committee member Bill 
Spring was hit by a Boston bike mes- 
senger last month, many people are 
speaking out against the area’s death- 
(and law-) defying cyclists. As Tim 
Sandler’s report on Cambridge’s bike 
problem confirms, the debate is noth- 
ing new. 

“Cambridge police say they have re- 
ceived a couple of reports in the last 
three months of people being bumped 
or falling from brushes with cyclists, 
but that no serious injuries have oc- 
curred. A spokesman for the depart- 
ment’s crime analysis unit says cycling 
clashes are “definitely not” a major - 
problem. City Councilor Sheila Russell 
acknowledges that “nobody has been 
mortally hurt.” 


Dead wrong 
1 years ago: 
November 20, 1987 

If anything can give pause to death 
penalty devotees, this should: “Blacks 
accused of killing whites receive the 
death penalty in 22 percent of Georgia 
cases; when the killer is white and the 
victim black, the figure plummets to 3 
percent.” Peter Canellos told the tale of 
one black man on Georgia’s death row. 

“The night before the execution, a 
reporter asked Wayne Snow, head of 
the Georgia Clemency Board, if he 
thought the board would vote to com- 
mute the sentence of Bill Mitchell. 
“He’s the worst of the worst,’ Snow 
replied. ‘If anyone should be executed, 
it’s Billy Mitchell.’ ” 

On September 1, just before the exe- 
cutioner applied conducting gel and at- 
tached the electrodes, Mitchell was 
given a chance to speak his last words. 
He looked out at the assembled wit- 
nesses and said, ‘Wayne Snow can kiss 
my ass.’ The current was applied and 
wasn’t turned off until his internal or- 
gans had burned.”

November 23, 1982 

As this movie review by David Edel- 
stein proves once and for all, art imi- 
tates life.

i not unusual for members of 
successful rock bands — 
particularly those weaned on the 
do-it-yourself ethics of punk 
rock — to share their wealth by 
reinvesting some of the spoils of 
a big major-label deal back into 
the music community from 
which they emerged. Usually this 
means setting up a small 
independent label, sometimes 
with major-label distribution (a

Jawbox have all done. So it’s not 
particularly unusual to find that 
someone like Girls Against Boys 
bassist Johnny Temple, whose 
side project New Wet Kojak 
comes to the Middle East this 
Friday, is also a partner in the 
start-up indie label Akashic. 
What is unusual about Akashic is 
that Temple and Mark Sullivan

publishing world, with a novel

titled The Fuck-Up by New York 
author Arthur Nersesian. 

Akashic, like a lot of indie- 
rock operations, began by 
releasing material by its 
principals. First came a seven- 
inch by Sevens, a band featuring 
Sullivan and his brother Bobby. 
Then a Sevens CD, followed by 
a 12-inch vinyl remix of two 
tracks by New Wet Kojak, who 
have two CDs out on Touch & 
Go. Last month the label 


released a new King Face single. 
Along the way Temple and 
Sullivan began toying with the 
idea of publishing a novel 
Sullivan had written. “Mark’s 
book put us in the publishing 
frame of mind,” recalls Temple, 
who just got back to New York 
from a two-month recording 
session with Girls Against Boys 
in Minneapolis for a Geffen 
album due in mid ’98. “But a 
couple of years earlier a friend 
had passed a copy of The Fuck- 
Up on to me, which he’d bought 
from the writer in New York. It 
was obviously self-published, so 


I settled on tracking down the 
Fuck-Up guy. | sent him a post 
card with my phone number, he 
called, and we gv.i along great.” 
As Temple tells it, The Fuck- 
Up, with its tragicomic Catcher 
in the Rye-style tale of one 
unfortunate Lower East Side 
guy’s social/ psychological 
decline, became something of a 
cult favorite among him and his 
friends. “In some ways we've put 
more energy into the book side 
of things than into the music 
because of The Fuck-Up. 
We've sold more copies of 
that than any of our music 
releases, mostly by generating 
a strong word-of-mouth 
thing. It’s been a pleasant 
surprise. We've sold over 
2000, which people at other 
small presses have been 
saying is really remarkable for 
a first title.” 
Nersesian is currently 
shopping another novel to 
larger publishers, and Akashic 
is aiming to publish Sullivan's 
novel early next year. 
Meanwhile, Temple has 
embarked on New Wet 
Kojak’s most extensive tour to 
date (eight gigs), with Girls 
Against Boys frontguy Scott 
McCloud on guitar, 
guitarist/keyboardist Geoff 
Turner, saxist Charles 
Bennington, and Edsel drummer 
Nick Pelliciato. And Temple and 
McCloud will be going straight 
back into the studio to mix the 
next Girls Against Boys album.

Savannah. According to Eastwood, the new film jie 
nothing to do with the current rage for courtroom 
melodrama or inquiries into the validity of American 
justice. It’s just good storytelling. 

“Whether it has anything to do with other trials, | 
don't know,” he asserts. “They are sensationalized at 
the moment, but | don’t think they'll have any bearing 
one way or the other. You might compare the tamper- 
ing of the evidence and the shoddy police work to the 
way the defense tried to handle the O.J. case, but 
that’s about the only comparison | can see. 

“| was trying to show the quirkiness of John’s 
[John Berendt’s] book and not make it into a trial 
movie. Today we're raised with a lot of quick images 
on MTV or stories that are totally subservient to 
special effects, so | thought it was nice to go back 
to old-fashioned storytelling where you deal with 
characters. And in the 
case of John Berendt's 
characters, he seems to

characters in John’s 
book. For instance, the 
guy with the flies tied to 
strings, | got to meet 
him, and he no longer 
does that. We all 
change. But he did do 
that at one time, and 
those kind of oddities 
are what make the book unique. There’s a worldli- 
ness that is kind of crazy. But there’s also a toler- 
ance, and that’s interesting too.” 

Tolerance and serenity loom large in Eastwood's 
life these days. Does the fact that Dirty Harry has 
made a movie sympathetic to gays and drag 
queens indicate he’s changing? 

“You mean, am | wearing lip gloss and eyeshadow? 
I've always considered myself tolerant of other peo- 
pie's lifestyles. But it’s also fun to tell stories about 
things you don’t understand. And there’s something 
about the kind of people in Savannah who do their 
own thing, whether it’s wearing flies or whether it’s 
being a drag queen, whatever you want to do.” 

With tolerance comes peace of mind, and in 
Clint’s case, a new family — he and his second wife 
recently had a baby. Perhaps that’s part of the rea- 
son Eastwood cast his daughter Alison in a small 
but pivotal role in Garden. 

“| did make her audition,” he points out. “When | 
did Tightrope some years ago, | thought about what 
happens if your daughter wasn’t good in the picture 
and you had to fire her? What effect would that 
have on a child growing up, or on the father-daugh- 
ter relationship? But it turned out she was excellent 
in that movie, and I felt she would be good in this 
one, but | wanted to make sure she went through 
the ropes.” 

If firing her would have been traumatic, how was 
it directing her in a love scene with John Cusack? 

“It's nice to be there to chaperone the whole 
thing. We did it all in one take. That's part of the 
chaperoning.” 

Not all is serene in Eastwood's life, however. 
Former girlfriend Sondra Locke lacerated him 
recently in a tell-all memoir. Eastwood shakes off 
this and other attacks. 

“A friend of mine the other day, who is about my 
age, said, ‘Theie’s one great thing about being in 
your 60s — what can they do to you?’ It's like you've 
had good things said about you and you've had bad 
things said about you, and so at some point you 
become very philosophical and say that's an individ- 
ual opinion. Even the people who said something 
good about you might be wrong, so you never know.” 

Like those who describe you as an icon? 

“When you keep coming back after 40 or 50 
years, | guess they figure they've got to call you 
something.”

Clint’s Garden fails to bloom 


BY PETER KEOUGH John Berendt’s nonfiction 
bestseller Midnight in the Garden of Good and Evil 
boasts an elegant title and a haunting jacket 


illustration, but when it comes to good 
and evil, the book is strictly garden 
variety. A soupcon of the quaintnesses 
and eccentricities of 1980s Savannah 
flavored by a sensational murder case, 
it's an armchair travelogue with a 
whiff of Southern Gothic. 

Adapted by Clint Eastwood, who 
fared so well with slight material in his 
The Bridges of Madison County, and 
with a screenplay by John Lee 
Hancock, who wrote Eastwood's 
problematic A Perfect World, the film 
version achieves a little more coher- 
ence and focus, and its performances 
are for the most part savory and 
engrossing. Like the book, though, 
this Garden remains merely decora- 
tive, neither firmly rooted nor offering 
much in the way of bloom. 

John Cusack is alternately endear- 


ing and annoying — far too often he 
resorts to a reaction shot of dropped- 
jaw incredulity — in the John Berendt 


(here John Kelso) role. He’s a New 
York City journalist who visits the 
misty, mossy old city of Savannah to 
cover a party for Town & Country 
magazine (just one of many variations 
from the original text). It’s the annual 
shindig held by Jim Williams, a nou- 
veau riche antiques dealer and real- 
estate tycoon who’s made his fortune 
renovating Savannah's decaying peri- 
od townhouses. Played by Kevin 
Spacey in a silky moustache and with 
a bourbony, insinuating drawl, 
Williams exudes seductiveness and 
menace. In his first scene with 
Cusack, where he reveals that he'd 
specifically asked that Kelso cover the 
event, the predatory, homoerotic ten- 
sion is palpable. 

Not for long, though. Dramatic 
dynamics dissipate into quaint and coy 
cameos by the oddball locals. They 
include a man with live horseflies

leashed to his clothing with threads, a 
fellow who walks an invisible dog, and 
the Lady Chablis (played by herself), a 
frighteningly gaunt and crude drag 
queen who looks like a cross between 
Eartha Kitt and Don Knotts. Such bon- 
bons might be diverting in the laid- 
back, anecdotal format of the original 
text, but they're inert and inconsequen- 
tial in a film. When violence strikes, 
with Williams shooting his hopped-up, 
brutish young handyman/lover, Billy 
Hanson (Jude Law), it hardly makes 
any more of an impression than all the 
other offbeat sketches. 

Eastwood and Hancock wisely devi- 
ate from the book at this point, which 
has its narrator remain detached and 
colorless. Instead, Kelso becomes 


actively involved in Williams’s attempt 
to prove the shooting was self-defense. 
Hoping to get a book out of the deal, 
and perhaps vaguely drawn to the

enigmatic, sexually ambiguous 
Williams, Kelso works for the 
accused’s good-ol’-boy lawyer, Sonny 
Seiler (Jack Thompson, sweet and 
smooth as a mint julep), and sets out 
on an investigation of his own. 

What follows is a game attempt to 
harness Garden’s odds and ends to a 
half-baked film noir. Kelso’s trail leads 
him back to the increasingly irritating 
Lady Chablis, to a gratuitously insert- 
ed black cotillion ball, to various 
graveyard expeditions with a voodoo 
priestess named Minerva (Irma P. 
Hall), and finally to the city morgue 
— this last in tow with Mandy (Clint’s 
daughter Alison Eastwood, who does- 
n’t embarrass herself but should lay off 
the singing), his perfunctorily tagged- 
on love interest. 

After more than two and a half hours 
of this, he still doesn’t get to the heart of 
the mystery — because there isn’t any. 
Although the film hints at issues like the 
elusive nature of truth and guilt, the 
corrupting effect of decadence and iso- 
lation, and the lures and pitfalls of sexu- 
al obsession, they’re mere window 
dressing in its restored 18th-century 
colonial fagade. 

As an investigation of moral ambigui- 
ty, Garden is merely murky. It should 
have been otherwise, for Eastwood has 
shown in such masterpieces as Tightrope 
and Unforgiven a profound sense of the 
gradations of good and evil, of culpabil- 
ity and innocence. Moral ambiguity, 
though, is one thing; narrative ambigui- 
ty is another. And without a strong story 
line and a solid protagonist and antago- 
nist, Eastwood is adrift. Some other 
director might have brought to life this 
confection box of quirky characters and 
rhaps, 
stoking the mild weirdness into some- 
thing truly grotesque and surreal and 
genuinely partaking of good and evil. 
But Eastwood should have thought 
twice before being led down the Garden 
path. @

ANASTASIA 


If imitation is indeed the sincerest 
form of flattery, then the folks at 
Disney should feel royally compli- 
mented by Twentieth Century Fox’s 
new animated feature about Tsar 
Nicholas II’s youngest daughter. 
Anastasia has all the new-Disney 
trademarks: a romantic couple with 
attitude, cute animals, a_ villain 
who'll stop at nothing, the villain’s 
wise-guy sidekick, opulent sets, big- 
name actors, and a full-scale musi- 
cal score. — even big-name singers 
(Richard Marx and Donna Lewis, 
Aaliyah, Deana Carter) to provide 
those all-important alternative 
soundtrack versions of the hoped- 
for hits. Disney is looking to head 
off Anastasia’s audience by keeping 
Hercules around and _ re-releasing 
The Little Mermaid — but in a fall 
season that’s already given us its 
share of turkeys, there should be 
room for any film as handsome and 
touching as this one. 

The Disney resemblance is hardly 
accidental: long-time collaborators 
Don Bluth and Gary Goldman were 
Disney veterans before leaving the 
studio in 1979. But whereas 
Hercules, say, indulges freely in car- 
icature, Anastasia’s characters look 
and move more like real people, and 
we more often view them from what 
could be real camera positions. 
(Compare a Disney production 
number like “Be Our Guest,” from 
Beauty and the Beast, with this film’s 
“A Rumor in St. Petersburg,” which 
conjures an actual Broadway pro- 
duction number.) And the use of 
Cinemascope makes Anastasia a set- 
rather than people-centered film. 

The story, too, isn’t Disney neat, 
though it takes considerable liberties

with its historical material. The real 
Grand Duchess Anastasia (whose 
name means “resurrection”) was 
taken to the Urals with the rest of 
her family in 1917, when she was 
16; she (probably) died there with 
them the following year. In this ver- 
sion she’s just eight at the time of 
the Russian Revolution; she flees the 
Winter Palace with her grandmoth- 
er, the Dowager Empress Marie, but 
they get separated at the train sta- 
tion. Ten years later, with no pre- 
Revolution memory, Anastasia 
leaves her orphanage to find out 
who she is, but she falls into the 
hands of a con man named Dimitri, 
who with his friend Vladimir is look- 
ing for an Anastasia candidate to 
take to the Dowager Empress in 
Paris so he can collect the king's 
ransom of rubles Marie has offered. 
Meanwhile, Rasputin, whose curse 
on the Romanovs precipitated the 
Revolution, has risen from a Dante- 
like Limbo to do away with the last 
surviving daughter. 

The film’s St. Petersburg is gor- 
geous (the tsar’s Romanov-blue car- 
riage resembles a huge Fabergé 
egg), but at times it looks strangely 
like onion-domed Moscow. And the 
plot — never the strong point of 
Bluth films — gets a little uncoordi- 
nated. Rasputin (an over-the-top 
Christopher Lloyd) is a one-dimen- 
sional villain lacking the sardonic wit 
of Scar or Hades; you could write 
him out of the story and it wouldn’t 
lose much. Ditto Rasputin’s side- 
kick, a Hispanic-accented albino bat 
named Bartok (Hank Azaria). 

But when the film hits Paris, Bluth 
and Goldman hit their stride. The 
allusions whirl by like snowflakes: 








Isadora 
Duncan, Gertrude Stein, Maurice 


Josephine ‘Baker, Freud, 
Chevalier, Chanel, the Moulin 
Rouge, Flying Down to Rio, An 
American in Paris. Angela Lansbury 
brings class and a_ convincing 
Russian accent to the Dowager 
Empress. Kelsey Grammer as 
Vladimir and Bernadette Peters as 
the Dowager Empress’s cousin 
Sophie provide affectionate if exag- 
gerated support. And though Meg 
Ryan and John Cusack, as Anastasia 
and Dimitri, look and sound, well, 
Irish, they also look and sound like 
individuals. Besides, they make this 
Hollywood evergreen — the pair 
who don’t trust each other at first 
but eventually fall in love — seem as 
fresh as Audrey Hepburn and Cary 
Grant in Charade. They're particu- 
larly affecting when, on the boat to 
Paris, he tries to teach her to waltz 
and she winds up teaching him (a 
moment that’s reprised in the film’s 
finale). Anastasia has a darker but 
no less moving moment when with 
her grandmother she looks at a 
drawing she did as a child and 
remembers how her now-dead sister 
Olga made fun of it. 

As for the soundtrack, “Journey to 
the Past” is the same self-fulfillment 
anthem that turns up in every 
Disney animation. But “A Rumor in 
St. Petersburg” puts a myriad of 
muzhiks on the move, and “Once 
upon a December,” built on a 
music-box tune, is fairy-tale lovely 
— like this movie, which tells 
Anastasia’s story as it never was but 
should have been. At the Copley 
Place, the Fresh Pond, and the West

KISS OR KILL 


Australian Bill Bennett came to America and flopped with 
Two If by Sea, the ill-conceived caper romp starring 
Sandra Bullock and Denis Leary. So it’s surprising to find 
Kiss or Kill such a well-crafted, modestly successful noir, 
with two lovers again on the run from the law and other 
unsavory characters. 

Frances O’Connor, as Nikki, is a sleck femme fatale 
who may or may not be a sleepwalking serial killer. She 
and her beau, Al (a James Dean—posing Matt Day), exist 
as petty crooks, relying on Nikki's charms to lure married 
businessmen into compromising trysts, where they are 
subsequently drugged and robbed. A botched set-up yield- 
ing a dead mark and an incriminating videotape sends the 
unsettled devotees on the lam, as they scuttle across the 
vastness of the Australian plain, leaving a string of corpses

The suspicion/love chemistry between Day and 
O’Connor, which they have honed since Love and Other 
Catastrophes, and Malcolm McCulloch’s breathtaking cin- 
ematography go a long way toward overcoming the script’s 
contrived bumpiness.

For the secret agent, fearlessness is a vital faculty. In The 
Man Who Knew Too Little, we learn that cluclessness will 
do just as nicely. 

Bill Murray is Wallace Ritchie, an American video-store 
clerk arrived in London to pay a surprise visit to his broth- 
er James (Peter Gallagher). James, however, has a dinner 
party planned, and to get rid of his dullard brother he treats 
him to a night of something called “The Theater of Life,” a 
brand of interactive action-adventure street theater.

There are certainly pleasurable moments in Chantal 
Akerman’s A Couch in New York, which plays November 
22, 25, and 26 at the Harvard Film Archive. Juliette 


Binoche, starring as a Frenchwoman, 
Béatrice, in New York, leaning into the 
breeze out the window of her Yellow 
Cab. William Hurt, playing psychoana- 
lyst Henry Harriston, sauntering across 
Brooklyn Bridge at twilight. Intricate 
traveling shots down multicultural 
Brooklyn streets in which it’s impossi- 
ole to unravel whether the crowded 
sidewalks contain randomly scattered 
real-life extras or have been choreo- 
graphed beautifully with those extras. 

Otherwise, A Couch in New York 
comes off as an agreeable, fairly con- 
ventional romantic comedy made by 
someone who well understands formu- 
la and has mastered, for good or bad, 
the mechanics of East Side/Central 
Park New York Woody Allens: rarefied 
90s stories of the rich with a retro 
Hollywood-in-the-’30s feel. 

“But would you have known that 
Akerman was the filmmaker?” asked 
the person who watched it with me. 
No way, I replied, and yet it’s the 
signed work by the brilliant Belgian 
avant-garde cinéaste who is in resi- 
dence this year at Harvard’s 
Carpenter Center. 

Her other films are more overtly 
challenging and complex. Yet A Couch 
in New York is almost the least acces- 
sible because the directorial intentions 
are so elusive. 

Is Akerman playing at making a 
goodhearted, slightly sentimental, 
bourgeois romance, with Astaire- 
Rogers mixed-up identities? Or is she 
actually making one of those? Is A 
Couch in New York a quiet little cine- 
ma joke, all muffled ironies? Or is the 
movie as straight-arrow as it seems? 

Here’s the Hollywood-style high- 
concept story: Hurt’s arid, uptight 
New York analyst, Henry, swaps 
apartments through the Herald 
Tribune with Binoche’s Béatrice. She 
turns his scrubbed suite into a comfort 
zone, with scattered clothes, overrun 
plants, and..his. big. dog . allowed , to 











romp freely. He starts to clean up her 
messy Paris flat, but it’s quickly 
stormed by her mourning courters. All 
seek even a perfume whiff of their van- 
ished Béatrice. 

Simultaneously, Henry’s patients are 
desperate for help, any help. Béatrice 
assumes his psychoanalytic practice. 
Although a total amateur, she proves a 
lifesaver (more than he?) for his all- 
male clients, because of her sympathet- 
ic, directive, personal approach. 
Meanwhile, he listens to her mooing 
boyfriends until he can’t take any more. 
This American in Paris returns secretly 
to New York and secretly to spy on 
Béatrice. Who is she? 

He comes to her office, pretending 
to be a patient, John Wire. Soon he’s 
spilling his guts out about his anxi- 
eties. And she’s falling in love with the 
man on her couch, hoping that his 
obvious feelings for her are more than 
(a new word for her) a “transference.” 

Adhering to ’30s Hollywood genre 
traditions, Akerman supplies a confi- 
dant for each protagonist (Stephanie 
Buttle, Paul Guilfoyle), plus a hysterical 
society dame (Barbara Garrick) as 
Henry’s appropriately unsuitable 
fiancée. For the first time, Akerman uses 
international stars for her leads. And in 
line with the non-subversive surface of 
her movie, she doesn’t scramble at all 
their expected screen personas. 

Binoche is a sensual flower, melting 
hearts with her honesty and vulnera- 
bility. As usual, Hurt hurts, his insides 
smoldering. subtext, There’s. only one,

place in the movie where Akerman 
goes consistently overboard, and we 
know she is winking at the story: with 
the affable dog, who chases a taxi to 
the airport!

Still life 


The cloud clusters 
of Anna Myer

have a word for parts of the body 
that aren’t active but aren’t stiff or 





stuck, either. The word is quiet. A lot of Anna Myer’s 
dance is quiet in that way. The works she showed last 
weekend at Green Street studio floated around the 
space, changing their outer shapes but keeping a quiet 
center. They seemed inconsequential, benign, like 
puffy summer clouds. 

You’d think a dance that has Bach, Verdi, and the 
Penguin Café Orchestra as accompaniment would 
produce some thunder and lightning, but the five 
dancers in Wine & Roses (1995) were placid while 
going through their initial moves and kept their equa- 
nimity in subsequent variations. With their torsos as 
anchor, they stuck their arms or legs out into angular 
shapes, changing on the beats of the music. 
Sometimes they torqued their whole bodies into zig- 
zags or hook-shaped tumbles, redesigning on a beat, 
holding still, changing again. 

Heather Waldon connected these moves into a 
dancelike line, but the others (Mia Lushine, Scott 
Martin, Brian Perry and Carol Somers) interpreted 
them more like signals that needed to be held in place 
long enough so the audience could read them before 
another signal could be offered. None of the signals, 
however, read as literal gestures. 

The two untitled parts of a work to be premiered in 
New York next June assembled this move-by-move lex- 
icon into a slightly more recognizable discourse. 
Romantic selections from Brahms were played live by 
violinist Lucy Stoltzman and pianist David Polan. Both 
women (Carol Somers in a solo and Mia Lushine in a 
duet with Sabu Bedward) wore the most extreme kind 
of classical ballet tutu, a fabric ruffle that extends 
straight out to arm’s length from the woman’s hips. 
This plate-like object cuts the dancer’s body in half 
and, as someone remarked that night, prevents her 
from seeing her legs. 

Perhaps a lacquered diva, clad in the complete 
regalia — toe shoes, tiara, jeweled bodice — can wear 
a tutu without feeling the slightest bit silly, but Somers 
seemed a ballerina in distress. Lit throughout her solo 
in red, with feet bare, she turned and stretched, bour- 
réed in circles, took a few soaring leaps. Her upper 
body skewed away from the alignments and framing 
arm motions that would have been the proper ballet 
complement. Her gestures would start to project out 
but stop short. Her shoulders would pull up and her 
upper arms would hug her ribs, cramping in the gra- 
ciousness we expect from a ballet dancer. She would 
swipe both arms across the body diagonally, pulling 
her torso into a corkscrew. She ended in an awkward 
folded-over parody of a grand bow. 

Lushine and Bedward also parodied ballet preten- 
sions, with the extended postures of their bodies spoiled 
by clawing hands or wrists pointed in the wrong angles. 
I didn’t think these dances were as funny as they sound 
now, probably because the dancers performed them with 
calm and serious devotion, giving no sign that they rec- 
ognized their own misbehavior. 

And in a new work, Bluebird No. 173, Myer man- 
aged to keep seven small children under control and 
give the same serious look to a piece made of bizarre 
images. The children, who appeared about four or five 
years old, came out in a line and posed oddly in the 
background as seven adult dancers went through 
stop-and-go sequences, one of which looked like a 
half-erased Mexican waltz. 

Each child came forward and paired up with an 
adult dancer. They sat together on the floor spoon 
fashion, the child leaning back between the grown- 
up’s knees. Surprisingly, Myer didn’t indulge the 
audience with the cute things children do. I can’t 
remember them skipping or twirling, tippy-toeing or 
showing us their pretty ballet arms. More affectingly, 
one after another, the children ran across the space 
and jumped up into the arms of their partners, who 
were just standing waiting for them. 

The children were troupers; you could tell that 
holding still so much in the poses was as hard for them 
as trying to execute a dance routine might have been. 
The older dancers watched over them courteously. I 
once saw some Japanese mothers and their toddlers 
playing partner games in a park in Tokyo. They had 
the same kind of grave concentration. @

Diamonds in the rough

tude and tiresome abundance — 
the museum’s version’ of 
Wednesday night at the restau- 
rant chain, all you can eat for 
$4.95 — you do get to feast on 
delights by Winslow Homer and 
Hyman Bloom, a gently winning 
portrait by Robert Hale Ives 
Gammell, and a diminutive, mes- 
merizing work by Charles 
Sheeler. The opposite of middle- 
class is sexy, and these works 
break the conventions. of 
repressed decorum by their 
unassuming, lustrous sensuality. 
A bright white and rich brown 
watercolor by Homer, Girl 
Seated, depicts a young woman 
whose flesh and form push at the 
underside of her long skirt. In 
another, more somber work b; 
the same master, Mussel 
Gatherers, we see the backs of 
two women on a vast mudflat; 
each hauls a bulging cloth sack, 
yet they’re no more pulled down 
by these than a runway model is 
weighed down by a disco purse. 

Gammell’s Portrait of a Young 
Man Facing Left is a poignant 
homage to languorous, more 
privileged beauty. Although far 
simpler in its execution than 
Briggs’s Miss Channing, 
Gammell’s youth could be a char- 
acter out of an E.M. Forster 
novel, as captivating for his non- 
chalant effeteness as for his casu- 
al masculinity. Hyman Bloom — 
still alive, and still insufficiently 
recognized — offers the muscu- 
lar, working-class complement to 
Gammell’s boy with his 1929 
black crayon’ rendering of 
Wrestlers on the Mat. Although 
it’s a small work, it delivers a rich 
appreciation, technically and 
emotionally, of the raw wealth of 
aggression. Charles Sheeler’s 
1920 graphite Nude is smaller still 
and in some ways even more gal- 
vanizing: the gently undulating 
folds of a torso, cropped of head 
and limbs, hover between fasci- 
nating and repellent, desirable 
and disarming. You’re not sure 
what you’re looking at, and 
you’re not sure whether you want 
to look away. 

No such sexiness makes its way 
into the BCA show (which sug- 
gests ours may actually be a far 
more repressed, conventional 
time), but that’s not all that isn’t 
there. “The Drawing Show” has 
virtually no drawing. In some self- 
congratulatory, academic notion 
of what playful means, the show 
includes 14 photographs of the 
lines snails make in the sand 
(Daniel Ranalli), large expanses of 
tar on paper (Ruth Fields), tiny 
sketches of dogs on wood with 
sticks stuck into them like some 
delicate voodoo suburban curse on 
your neighbor’s noisy mutt (Meg 
Alexander), branches in a light box 
behind a sheath of vellum (Julia 
Shepley), and a large, sloppy, sewn 
cloth design stretched over six tall 
panels of worm-eaten wood 
(Dawn Southworth). You can vir- 
tually hear the subdued observa- 
tions over chardonnay by the art 
faculty who make up the great bulk 
of those represented in the exhibit 
as to the terrific daring of includ- 
ing such work in a show ostensibly 
devoted to drawing. If it weren’t so

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The Russian — 
connection 


DON’T LOOK for ART playwright 
David Mamet — who in his recent 
True and False: Heresy and Common 
Sense for the Actor pronounces the 
Stanislavsky Method “nonsense” — to 
sign up. And come to think of it, the 
day Robert Brustein does Clifford 
Odets will be the day Robert Wilson 
does Bernstein on the Beach. But 
curious as it seems, our own 
American Repertory Theatre and its 
Institute for Advanced Theatre 
Training have recently announced the 
formation of “an exclusive worldwide 
partnership” with the famed Moscow 
Art Theatre and its affiliated school. 
Beginning next year, ART Institute 
students will be sucking at the official 
Stanislavsky teat. 

According to ART artistic director 
Brustein, this is less strange than it 
sounds. The Method developed by 
Stanislavsky, Brustein maintains, is 
quite different from its more solipsis- 
tic American offshoot, which is 
associated with the Actors Studio 
and director/guru Lee Strasberg. 
Stanislavsky’s system “is based on 
personalization — on knowing the 
self and working from it,” says 
Brustein. Which is perfectly consis- 
tent with ART (and before that, Yale 
School of Drama) actor training, a 
“building-block” system that pro- 
gresses from realism to poetic real- 
ism to verse speaking. 

Hence, ART Institute students will 
spend an initial summer in 
Cambridge, being introduced to 
Stanislavsky techniques and the rudi- 
ments of the Russian language, and 
the spring semester of the first of their 
two years’ training in Moscow. This 
leaves the entire second year for the 
Cambridge team to apply the classi- 
cal and postmodern polish. There will, 
however, be Moscow faculty on hand 
throughout the program — which 
means some revered acting teachers 
will be collecting Western greenbacks 
instead of Russian rubles. The pro- 
gram will have as its coordinator 
Alexander Popov, a long-time MAT 
associate recently appointed adminis- 
trative director of the ART Institute. 

At the end of.the five-semester pro- 
gram, the graduates will receive a 
Certificate of Achievement from the 
ART Institute at Harvard and a Master 
of Fine Arts degree from the venera- 
ble Moscow Art Theatre School. “I 
think it is going to catapult us into the 
front rank of theater schools in the 
world,” says Brustein, asserting that 

‘the MAT’s previous affiliation, a less 
extensive one with the Carnegie 
Mellon School of Drama, led 
Carnegie Mellon to be ranked third 
among American theater-training 
schools, behind Yale and NYU. 

Yes, the new affiliation will cause 
institute tuition to increase; the cost 
of the two-year training program will 
rise to some $32,000, which 
includes transportation and housing 
connected to the Moscow semester. 
But heck, that’s about what a single 
year at Harvard costs. Moreover, if 
timing is important, the new mar- 
riage will coincide with the centenni- 
al of the Moscow Art Theatre, which 
presented its first production in 
1898. Potential students wishing to 
make sure their timing is as adroit 
should be advised that the deadline 
for applications is January 19. Call - 
the Institute Registrar at 495-2668.

Paul Schmidt retools The Bacchae for the ART

So do fellow theatrical heavyweights 
Moliére, Euripides, and Bertolt Brecht. Paul 
Schmidt has two — in a manner of speak- 
ing. 

Schmidt is one of America’s foremost 
translators for the stage. And in an ART 
season sprinkled with venerable classics 
and world premieres, he will provide a bit of 
both. His translations of Euripides’s The 
Bacchae and Brecht’s In the Jungle of Cities 
will receive their premieres at ART this sea- 
son: The Bacchae, directed by ART associ- 
ate director Francois Rochaix, leads off the 
season, and the Brecht follows in February, 
in a produgtion by leading American direc- 
tor Robert Woodruff. 

Paul Schmidt knows his way back and 
forth between the study and the rehearsal 
room. His success as a translator stems 
from his dual status as master linguist and 
experienced playwright and actor. Although 
Russian is his principal language (he holds 
a PhD in Slavic Literature from Harvard 
and taught Russian literature for years at 
the University of Texas and Wellesley), he 
also works in French and German, some in 
Italian, and now in Greek. As an actor, he 
has performed with the Yale Repertory 
Theatre, the New York Theatre Workshop, 
Mabou Mines, and the Wooster Group. 

“When you're translating for the theater, 
it all depends on your ear,” he explained 
over lunch a few weeks ago. He had come 
to town for a few days to check 
out rehearsals but ended up 
staying more than a week, fine- 
tuning much of the text in 
response to the work in 
progress. “I can sit at home and 
fiddle with the Greek, but the 
real work doesn’t begin until you 
start working with actors. They 
get up on their feet with the text 
and start talking and you hear 
things you didn’t hear before 
and you're able to adjust on the 
basis of that. It is not that you're 
writing for specific actors, but 
when you actually hear the phys- 
icality of the text or see what 
type of gesture or movement 
they want to make on a specific 
line, it influences your percep- 
tion of how that line should 
sound.” 

The Bacchae is his first trans- 
lation of a Greek tragedy for 
professional production. “The 
Greek plays are this enormous 
challenge for a_ professional 
translator,” he admits. “How do 
you actually go about re-creating 
this thing which has such a his- 
tory and comes laden with so 
much complicated information? 
Of all the Greek plays, | think 
The Bacchae is the most fasci- 
nating. It is such a stunning take 
on the world and on what hap- 
pens when you deny the irra- 
tional side of your mind. 
Particularly, it’s about a man 
denying the feminine side of his 
nature and what the conse- 
quences of that can be. | don’t 
know if that’s too simplistic, but 
that’s the heart of the matter.” 

The Bacchae tells the story of 
Dionysos, the god of the vine, 
wine, and_ intoxication, who 
returns to his Theban birthplace

to demand recognition. He drives the women 
of Thebes mad with his spirit; they abandon 
the city and take to the hills of Mount 
Kitharon for a Dionysian bacchanal. When 
Pentheus, the young king of Thebes and by 
lineage the cousin of Dionysos, tries to 
restore order, he finds the new god from the 
East a formidable opponent. Tragedy ensues. 

Tragedy of the Greek variety has enjoyed 
a higher profile at the ART since Frangois 
Rochaix arrived on the scene from his 
native Switzerland a few years ago. Rochaix 
followed his 1994 postmodern rendering of 


Aeschylus’s Oresteia with an ART Institute 
for Advanced Theatre Training workshop 
production this past spring of Euripides’s 
The Phoenician Women and The Madness 
of Herakles. Now comes The Bacchae. 
“The Greeks invented everything, all the 
basic allegories of thought we use today. 
It's all here,” insists Rochaix with sincere 
enthusiasm. “I am experiencing, it all over 
again with The Bacchae. \t is an extraordi- 
nary tool to think about who we are and 
where we are today. | can say, in a provoca- 
tive way, that it is the most modern theater 


TRANSLATION is an art, not a science. In trying to re-cre- 
ate the tone, the idea, and the effect of the original, translators 
often come up with very different solutions.

I can do.” 

Yet for all the play’s intrinsic 
merits, Rochaix has specific per- 
sonal reasons for tackling The 
Bacchae at this time. Back home 
in the Swiss wine-growing re- 
gions surrounding Lake Geneva, 
he’s the artistic director of the 
1999 Féte des Vignerons (Wine- 
Growers Festival), a vast folk 
celebration held only once a gen- 
eration in honor of the region’s 
vinicultural tradition and, by 
extension, of Dionysos himself. 
The week-long festival will 
include music and theater per- 
formances, parades, pageants, 
and other mass _ spectacles, 
including a bacchanal involving 
400 women. “I thought I should 
do the original one at least 
once,” Rochaix says with a smile. 
“And since | am doing the festival 
with Jean-Claude Maret as set 
designer and Cathy Zuber as 
costume designer, | thought it 
would be great for the same team 
to do The Bacchae here.” 

Oddly enough, when the curtain 
goes up on the ART Bacchae, it 
will be the third production of the 
play in Cambridge in a month’s 
time. Cambridge Rindge and 
Latin School has a production 
that closes this weekend. The 
Office for the Arts at Harvard and 
Radcliffe sponsored a production 
at the Agassiz Theatre a few 
weeks ago. What accounts for 
this Dionysian convergence? 
Millennial anxiety? Fascination 
with gender roles? The search for 
new gods and new absolutes? 
This year’s Beaujolais Nouveau? 
Whatever it is, Dionysos, the god 
of ecstasy, of otherness, and of 
theater itself, is well served’ on 
Cambridge stages this fall. w

Gamble & Huff’s The Philly Sound 


BY STEPHANIE ZACHAREK It’s easy to hear most of the material on 
The Philly Sound: Kenny Gamble, Leon Huff & the Story of Brotherly 
Love (1966-1976) (Sony Legacy), without even thinking about it much, 


as message music. The songs that 
Kenny Gamble and Leon Huff 
wrote and produced for artists like 
the O'Jays, Harold Melvin & the 
Blue Notes, Billy Paul, and the 
Intruders (songs released on 
Gamble & Huff's Philadelphia 
International Records, which was 
bankrolled by Columbia) deal with 
loyalty and betrayal, with hope for 
our children’s future, with the 
dangers of avarice, and, most 
important, with racial unity. 

But the legacy of Philly soul — 
like the legacy of any kind of 
music — is likely to mean differ- 
ent things to different people. To a 
white teenager growing up in an 
all-white community — _ that 
would be me — songs like the 
Intruders’ “Cowboys to Girls” and 
Harold Melvin & the Blue Notes’ 
“The Love | Lost” and the O'Jays’ 
“992 Arguments” represented a 
landscape of romantic (and dra- 
matic) love that erased all bound- 
aries of color, culture, and class. 

And, yes, every white person 
who grew up loving black music 
makes that declaration, or some 
variation thereof, at least once 
during the course of his or her

life. Maybe that’s once too often.

Rhino’s big ol’ box of the ’60s 
BY TRISTRAM LOZAW Some of the most electrifying — and most 


important — “popular” music on 1997 release schedules was made 
before the CD age was even a glimmer in record executives’ eyes. 


Nearly all modern pop music pales 
in comparison with a series like 
Rounder’s 13-volume Southern 
Journey, or the classic roots sets 
from Capitol. and Chess, or 
Smithsonian Folkways’ Anthology 
of American Folk Music, or the 
remastered Miles Davis material, 
or Archive's rock reissues. But 
none of those superb projects is 
even half as much fun as Rhino's 
six-CD set Beg, Scream & Shout: 
The Big Ol’ Box of ‘60s Soul. 
Housed in a limited edition '60s- 
era singles carrying case, the CD 
all snap into plastic holders resem- 
bling a vinyl 45 (they slip into 
paper sleeves to complete the illu- 
sion). For each of the 144 acts and 
their 144 songs, there’s a soul-star 
trading card with a photo and 
write-up. A booklet provides 
details and essays on the essence 
of soul. Sounds like a cute $99 
gift that gets displayed but rarely 
played, the sonic equivalent of a 
coffee-table book, right? Guess 
again. This emulation of the 
1960s singles experience is an 
ingenious soul primer and a con- 
noisseurs’ anthology. 

The set is divided into pleading 
ballads (Beg), mid-tempo slinks 


the late '60s and carly ‘70s, as you 
toasted yourself in the sun of your 
white-girl backyard, or rode your 
bike with your white-girl friends.

gance and anger, derision and 
frustration, in the lyrics, in the 
singing, and even in the bass 
lines, and I could relate to those 
feelings even if I didn’t fully 
understand the politics. “Am | 
Black Enough for You?” Billy 
Paul asked in a 1973 song of the 
same name, a challenge to any of 
us who were foolish enough to 
believe we were down with the 
people. No, Philly soul wasn’t 
music “for” me — but at least it 
was music “with” me. 

And it has stuck. This three- 
disc set describes a wide arc to 
include material that’s overtly 
political and just plain horny. But 
what’s always in evidence is the 
trademark Gamble & Huff 
sound: the songs have an orches- 
tral lushness like ripe fruit — 
drawn out of strings that tremble 
and soar. Horns, brassy and 
bright, or slippery as melted but- 
ter, ease their way alongside rip- 
ples of organ sound as light and 
breezy as the ruffles on a silk 
shirt. The bass lines alone are 
works of sheer genius: rubbery 
and pliable, they're like alien 
backbones that can bend over 
backward and turn themselves 
inside out, molding songs into 
out-of-this-world shapes with 
subtly shifting textures. The 
arrangements are surprisingly 
intricate and multi-layered, build- 
ing on Latin counter-rhythms as 
well as classic R&B and gospel. 

The voices are what really get 
you. There are the dream visions. 
There’s the wistfulness conjured 
by the Intruders on “Cowboys to 
Girls” and “(We'll Be) United”; 
the sultry urgency of Joe Simon's 
“Drowning in the Sea of Love”; 
the seamless melding of survival 
and spangles, of glamor and 
backbreaking hard work, in Jerry 
Butler's “Only the Strong 
Survive”; the satiny anguish of 


Franklin, Solomon Burke, Etta 
James, Ray Charles, the Isley 
Brothers, the Meters, Wilson 
Pickett, Fontella Bass, and the 
Temptations weigh in with classic 
grooves that are part of the collec- 
tive pop consciousness. (The two 
major omissions, Sam Cooke and 
Sly & the Family Stone, were the 
result of licensing snafus, and 
both still get a BS&S soul card.) 
Considerably fewer ears have 
heard the equally wonderful 
tracks by the Velvelettes, King 
Curtis, Esquires, Alvin Cash & 
the Crawlers, Darrell Banks, and 
Rodger Collins. Ditto for Eddie 
Floyd's snaking “Big Bird,” Rufus 
Thomas's Steve Cropper—pro- 
duced “The Memphis Train,” and 
real low-down covers like Sir 
Mack Rice’s “Mustang Sally” and 
the Five Du-Tones’ “Shake a Tail 
Feather.” 

BS&S retains the stark crackle 
and punch of the vinyl versions’ 
dirty, lo-fi, and mostly monaural 
magnificence, like a 45 without 
the scratches and pops. It also 
serves up original versions of 
songs that many will recognize as 
others’ signature tunes, including 
Gloria Jones’s “Tainted Love” 
(Soft Cell), Erma  Franklin’s 
“Piece of My Heart” and Garnet 
Mimms’s “Cry Baby” (both Janis 
Joplin), Bob & Earl’s “Harlem 
Shuffle” (Rolling Stones), and 
Robert Parker’s “Barefootin’ ” 
(Spic & Span). There’s a fair 
amount of in-house theft too: the 
Young Holt Trio’s “Wack Wack” 
is a jazzy vamp of the Capitols’ hit 
of six months earlier, “Cool Jerk.” 
But soul was about emotional and 
rhythmic verve that splashed onto 
the dance floor, not unprecedent- 
ed chord patterns. And even the 
retreads make vibrant statements. 
Maybe that’s why Brenton Wood 
transforms the goofy “Oogum 
Boogum” into the most perfect of 
mating calls, and why extra irony 





Billy Paul’s classic “Me and Mrs. 
Jones.” 

But it’s the O’Jays who steal the 
show, with 13 of the box’s 48 
tracks. Both the most idealistic 
and the most bitter of the Philly 
soul outfits, the O’Jays sing of 
harmony that’s unattainable on a 
personal level, and even further 
out of reach on a social level. 
Their “Don’t Call Me Brother” is 
the most shocking song on The 
Philly Sound, painting a world of 
deceit and treachery. At first it 
seems that the O’Jays are 
addressing the hypocrisy of their 
white audience, asking it to think 
twice before it makes any declara- 
tions of racial brotherhood. But 
what we learn by the end of the 
song is that they’re speaking to 
their own brothers. The danger- 
ous urban world of the number is 
foreign and troubling even to 
them. The song’s narrator spins a 
tale of hanging out on Main 
Street, going into a store for a 
tonic and returning to find his 
tires stolen and his glove com- 
partment busted. “And here you 
come, skinnin’ and grinnin’/ Yeah, 
I know you did it, with the power 
sign, and talkin’ about ‘My man, 
solid on that, my brother.’/I say | 
don’t like it/How can you really 
really mean it? . . . Can't even 
trust you behind my back.” 

Complex, unsettling, and 
utterly despairing, “Don’t Call 
Me Brother” is the antithesis of 
love-your-brethren pap. Yet the 
O'Jays’ outrage only underscores 
their belief that brotherly love 
should be possible. With their 
sound filtered through the crys- 
tal-clear vision of Kenny Gamble 
and Leon Huff, the O'Jays want 
us to know what it’s like to live on 
their street, even if it’s a street we 
never travel. And they want us to 
know that we're not the only ones 
who are scared. a 


slides off the hard soul grit of Ike 
& Tina Turner’s “A Fool in Love.” 

By spotlighting buried treasures 
— the gems not found on oldies 
stations’ narrow playlists — 
BS&S avoids becoming just 
another greatest-hits jukebox. 
The first Beg disc leads off with a 
rare B-side, “That's How | Feel,” 
by the Soul Clan, an all-star meet- 
ing on the soul mount of 
Solomon Burke, Arthur Conley, 
Don Covay, Ben E. King, and Joe 
Tex. Next up is the Delfonics’ 
slow dance, “La-La Means I Love 
You.” At this point, I'll wager 
most listeners will be grabbing for 
the Scream and Shout CDs; we 
need to work up a sweat before 
taking a breather. And since the 
Beg tunes were often reserved for 
end-of-party makeout sessions, | 
vowed to follow the box’s time- 
capsule spirit and return later, 
with a date. 

On the return trip, after the 
sweatathons of Scream and 
Shout, the mood music of the Beg 
discs makes more sense, reprising 
such ice melters as Bobby Hebb’s 
“Sunny” and Barbara Mason’s 
“Yes I'm Ready.” Another stand- 
out is pre-metamorphosis 
Michael’s vocal on the Jackson 
Five’s “Who's Lovin’ You.” 
Again, the set dusts off neglected 
odes, including O.V. Wright's 
heart-piercing “Eight Men, Four 
Women” and Otis Clay’s bristling 
“That's How It Is.” Offering less- 
er-known and less obvious tracks 
doesn't always yield great finds; 
sometimes they’re just less. “Back 
Up Train” is run-of-the-mill Al 
Green. Percy Sledge’s “When a 
Man Loves a Woman” is as clas- 
sic as Otis Redding’s contribu- 
tion, “I’ve Been Loving You Too 
Long,” but Sledge’s inferior “It 
Tears Me Up” appears instead. 
But even as | scribble these com~

Digging the sound of East LA 
BY MICHAEL FREEDBERG It’s too bad that Rhino Records chose 


the term “soul” to attract fans to its three-CD collection Brown-Eyed 
Soul: The Sound of East L.A., 48 songs representing the taste of three 


generations of Mexican- 
Americans. The music compiled 
here embraces many pop genres 
from a three-decade period (1953- 
1980), from doo-wop and jump 
blues to ballads and funky stuff, 
but almost none of it is soul music. 
The attitude here is streetwise, 
skeptical, sentimental — _ but 
always of the material world. The 
soul genre — Otis Redding 
singing “I've Been Loving You Too 
Long,” for example, or the 
Temptations doing “Can’t Get 
Next to You,” Gamble & Huff's 
songs for the Spinners, O'Jays, 
and Harold Melvin & the Blue 
Notes, and James Brown's entire 
career — was a sanctified, church- 
music experience. The soul singer, 
lover man though he was, raised 
his hands in the air, giving witness 
before God to his love and happi- 
ness, or to his being cast out and 
judged. It was a public drama of 
rhythm and high seriousness, of 
exhausting melodic intensity. 

It’s hard to think of more than 
a few songs on The Sound of East 
L.A. in which there’s any raising 
of hands. Billy Stewart's “Sitting 
in the Park” (1965) and, less 
capably, Tierra’s “Together” 
(1980) and Gene Chandler's “I 
Fooled You This Time” (1966) 


display the smooth levitating 
ecstasy that soul singers worked 
so hard at. Bloodstone’s “Natural 
High” (1973) echoes, thinly, the 
I’m-weak-for-you testimony of 
the falsetto soul style that reached 
its peak elsewhere, in the work of 
the Delfonics and the Chi-Lites. 
Tony Clarke’s “The Entertainer” 
(1965) borrows, for a rather stan- 
dard tale, the bittersweet melody 
and supple syncopations that 
Gamble and Huff used to impart 
faith and vulnerability to their 
many Intruders hits. 

The Stewart song is a classic of 
the falsetto style that dominated 
Chicago soul in the ’60s, thanks 
to the work of the Impressions 
and Dells (and the spare-to-the- 
bone production style of Billy 
Davis and Leonard Caston). The 
CD's other high points lie in a 
realm apart from soul. There’s a 
large selection of drippy-nosed 
doo-wop — the Five Satins’ “Our 
Anniversary” (1957), Don Julian 
and Meadowlarks’ “Heaven and 
Paradise” (1955), and Little 
Julian Herrara’s “Symbol of 
Heaven” (1957) are classics of 
the doo-wop revival that got 
going almost before the first wave 
had ended. Nineteen-fifties-style 
jump blues — the leg-lifting beat 


of the Lindy, or jitterbug — 
makes an appearance by way of 
Chuck Higgins’s saxophone-led 
“Pachuko Hop.” Junior Walker 
imported this genre into Motown 
style, whence it was copied by 
many — here by the Olympics in 
“Mine Exclusively.” The work of 
the post—Eric Burdon version of 
War exemplifies the snickery, 
low-riding funk that captured 
East LA’s hot-rodding street 
scene (but “Low Rider,” their 
most emblematic hot-rod song, 
isn't included). 

Most significant, however, are 
the compilation’s many cover ver- 
sions, such as El Chicano’s 
“Brown Eyed Girl” (1972), 
Cannibal and the Headhunters’ 
“Land of 1000 Dances” (1965), 
and the Romancers’ “My Heart 
Cries” (1965). There are also 
numerous originals that sound 
palpably unoriginal, derivative of 
better-known hits: Rosic and Ron 
falsettoing in “Bring Me 
Happiness” (1961), El Chicano 
aping Santana in “Tell Her She's 
Lovely” (1973), the Premiers 
Louie-Louie-ing it in “Farmer 
John” (1964), the Blendells going 
surf in “La La La La La” (1964), 
the Midniters sighing “Dreaming 
Casually” (1967), and the

Relativity has the hits 


BY TED DROZDOWSKI Imagine getting your first driver’s license 
and the keys to a ’76 Corvette on the same day. That’s the kind of 
introduction to soul music that #1 Soul Hits of the ’60s (and some that 


should have been) provides. 
These three volumes on Relativity 
Records open up the road to the 
richest territory of American 
music. 

Soul comes from those corner- 
stones of African-American cul- 
ture, the church and the blues, 
with a little of the pop world 
mixed in. It also comes straight 
from the heart. In soul, people say 
what they mean. When Jackie 
Wilson sings “(Your Love Keeps 
Lifting Me) Higher and Higher,” 
he’s not bullshitting. When 
Barbara Lynn warns her man, 
“You'll Lose a Good Thing,” 
that’s no idle threat. 

Tired of listening to the irony- 
drenched sow’s ears that modern 
rock is selling? Here’s a chance to 
break the shackles of the present 
for a pre-MTV past where singers 
were judged on vocal prowess, 
not looks, and songs had to speak 
of more than mollusks and obses- 
sions with Matchbox cars. 

There are big, genre-defining 
hits here. In volume one, subtitled 
Tell It like It Is, resides Aaron

Neville’s ultra-romantic smash of 
that title, the Marvelettes’ classic 
teen fodder “Please Mr.

So it is with all three volumes: 
hits surround hidden gems. On 
the second CD, Tighten Up, 
Archie Bell’s Memphis groove of 
that name cohabits with James 
Brown's “It’s a Man’s Man’s 
World” and Joe Tex’s “A Sweet 
Woman like You,” ballads over- 
ripe with passion. There’s Percy 
Sledge’s similar “When a Man 
Loves a Woman,” one of the most 
performed tunes of all time. Plus 
Texas R&B legend Bobby Bland’s 
“I Pity the Fool” (hey, did you 
think Mr. T came up with that 
line himself?) and Curtis 
Mayfield and the Impressions’ 
beautiful racial-consciousness- 
raising “Choice of Colors.” All 
these people sing like gods. So 
does little-known Walter Jackson, 
who could perhaps today be 


understood as the Vic Chesnutt of 


soul. As Dennis Hunt’s swiftly 
informative liner notes tell us: 
“Walter Jackson’s ‘My Ship Is 
Coming In’ just might be the 
most neglected, undiscovered 
gem of 1967. Some may remem- 
ber the 1966 hit version by the 
Walker Brothers, a blue-eyed soul 
group from England, They had 
big, booming soul voices, but 
their version pales next to his. . . . 
Although he was crippled by 
polio, Jackson’s natural talent 
helped him forge a respectable if 
under-appreciated career as a 
romantic R&B singer.” 


disco got going in the 
early ‘70s, in neigh- 
borhoods not much 
different from East 
LA, it was frequently 
the honest cloddish- 
ness of danceable non- 
hits that the first DJs 
pretcrred. 

Perhaps it really was 
soul music that these 
DJs — and the lovers 
of this compilation’s 
failed songs — had in 
mind.

The effect is of not 
quite getting what one 
wants. Of crying over 
dreams not come true; 
of laughing at the seri- 
ous and taking serious- 
ly what is most laugh- 
able. And doing it over 
and over, like a dance 
one can't step out of. 
Which is why The 
Sound’ of East L.A. 
gains its eloquence 
from being 48 songs ir. 
length. Single after sin- 
gle the less-than-per- 
fect voices say their say 
and go, like a puff of 
breath. But at the same 
time, single after sin- 
gle, the doo-wop, funk, 
and surf music genres press on, 
imposing their treble beat and lim- 
iting the options of the fans who 
will dance and sing them dreaming 
of a love out of reach. Dreaming of 
a righteous destiny far beyond the 
neighborhood that, during the pre- 
disco years in which these songs 
prevailed, seemed free rather than 
small — and that now, in the era 
of hip-hop, has become tiny and 
sour with the anger of gangsta 
payback. 


Volume three, A Brand New 
Bag, gives us more James Brown, 
Ben E. King’s “Stand by Me,” 
chitlin-circuit king  Johnnic 
Taylor’s smirking hit “Who's 
Making Love” (“to your old lady, 
while you were out making 
love”), Sam & Dave's wildly exu- 
berant “Hold On! I’m a-Comin’,” 
and “Duke of Earl,” which put 
Gene Chandler in the Rock ‘n’ 
Roll Hall of Fame. Cool and heavy 
shit. But not as heavy as Esther 
Phillips’s “Release Me”; each syl- 
lable’s torn from her broken 
heart. Or as heavy as the forgot- 
ten falsetto powerhouse Garnet 
Mimms’s “Cry Baby,” which Janis 
Joplin also tapped. 

Sure these songs are 30 years 
old, but they’re not dated. They're 
too deep for time: they offer basic 
human truths as profound as 
those in the greatest of novels. 

Trying to get you to buy these 
CDs by noting that a portion of 
the proceeds benefits the Rhythm 
& Blues Foundation — an orga- 
nization that promotes the 
careers and health care of found- 
ing R&B performers — is a 
cheap ploy. So instead I ask that 
holdouts hear just one song: 
Mattie Moultrie’s “That’s How 
Strong My Love Is.” Hardly any- 
one’s heard of her since '66, yet 
this tune is the Corvette keys. 
Her superhuman voice rings with 
devotion and strength born of 
the church and the cotton fields, 
bearing the dignity and determi- 
nation and love that carried gen- 
erations of African-Americans up 
out of slavery and bias to a high- 
er place. To connect with this 
song is to feel the power of the 
human spirit so profoundly that 
it’s joyful and humbling. And if 
you can’t relate . . . well, I dare 
you to try. B

PUFF & 
THE FAMILY: 
DADDY-STYLE 


As star-studded pop spectacle, last 
Thursday’s show by Puff Daddy and 
the Family delivered — the marquee 
players actually showed up (Nas, Foxy 
Brown, AZ, Busta Rhymes, Mage, Lil’ 
Kim), and there was even an unan- 
nounced cameo by Q-Tip from A 
Tribe Called Quest. As cultural irony it 
was like Montezuma’s (make that 
Little Richard’s) revenge — a young 
black hotshot mining platinum by cov- 
ering the hits of old white guys. As 
hip-hop, well, that argument would 
have to wait. 

A self-described “entertainer” (a 
throwback phrase Tony Bennett’s 
pretty fond of), Sean “Puffy” Combs 
has always been up front about his 
performing talent’s taking a distant 
back seat to his roles as producer, 
A&R mogul, and label CEO. If he’s 
been reluctant to call himself a rapper 
(his lyrics are often penned by mem- 
bers of his Bad Boy stable) or an MC 
(his appropriations of hit songs fall 
short of some hip-hop folks’ definition 
of the term), the ambiguity of his role 
has had absolutely no impact on his 
ability to become this year’s ubiqui- 
tous pop icon. And Thursday’s hit 
parade showed why. A crisply choreo- 
graphed four-hour showcase that at 
times looked and felt like a traveling 
version of the MTV Video Awards, it 
neither aspired to nor acknowledged 
any pursuit higher than hitmaking — 
and gleefully affirmed Puffy’s status as 
that profession’s current pontiff. 

Early opening sets by the bur- 
lesque-cum-soul dude Usher and Jay- 
Z (who brought along a grassroots 
marketing team Colonel Tom Parker 
would’ve been proud of) were largely 
forgettable. But everything after 
redeemed the arena as a_ plausible 
venue for hip-hop — and as anyone 
who’s seen package shows drown in 
technical and egotistical glitches can 
attest, that’s no small feat. Foxy 
Brown embodied the contradictions 
her liberated-sex-queen persona is 
built on, then stepped out with hip- 
hop’s newest family, the Firm, with 
AZ and street poet laureate Nas. Busta 
Rhymes lit things up with Alice 
Cooper-style gothic-castle stage 
props (a story-tall faux stone skull 
with a D] booth lodged in the crani- 
um). He proved that though he stole 
his hip-hop troglodyte routine from 
the Wu Tang Clan’s Ol’ Dirty Bastard, 
he’s honed it to Screamin’-Jay- 
Hawkins-meets-Abbott-and-Costello 
vaudeville perfection — and his clos- 
er, “Put Your Hands Where My Eyes 
Could See,” came off as the year’s 
wildest jungle boogie yet. 

Unveiling a stage somewhere 
between Solid Gold and the pearly 
gates, Puff Daddy gave up the hits — 
and just the hits — interspersed with 
quickie solo sets by Lil’ Kim (who 
rolled on stage writhing under the cov- 
ers of a crimson heart-shaped bed), 
112, the LOX, and Lil’ Cease with Foxy 
Brown. By design, the set revolved 
around the Notorious B.1.G., who was 
beamed in via video from the afterlife 
for his contributions to the Family's No 
Way Out, and to whom tributes were 
offered by all — none of them any less 
skin-deep than the Hallmark-card 
eulogy of “I'll Be Missing You,” which, 
surprisingly, wasn’t even an encore (an 
honor that went to a sing-along of 
Sister Sledge’s “We Are Family.”) It 
went without saying that Biggie was 
most conspicuous by his absence — 
and the absence of any Family member, 
including Puffy, capable of filling his 
enormous shoes. 

But Puffy’s got bigger crossover 
plans. Whether mining an old Police 
hit for platinum, performing similar 
feats of alchemy on David Bowie's 
“Let’s Dance” (“Been Around the 
World,” for which it’s rumored Bowie 
will make a video cameo), or milking 
his minimalist hit “It’s All About the 
Benjamins” (soon to be a rock video

Replacement Tommy Stinson, and 
White Zombie’s Rob Zombie), Puffy’s 
not interested in merely being “The 
New King of Hip-Hop,” as Rolling 
Stone has anointed him.

THE SAW DOCTORS: 
NO SEX, NO DRUGS, 
JUST ROCK & ROLL 


Ireland’s throwback ’60-pop phenome- 
non, the Saw Doctors, have finally got 
themselves an American label 
(Paradigm); their first American 
release — Sing a Powerful Song — has 
just hit the stores, and they celebrated 
last Friday with a show at the Roxy, 
their third trip to America this year. 
True, the CD has no new material, 
being drawn entirely from their three 
Irish Shamtown releases: If This Is 
Rock and Roll, | Want My Old Job 
Back, All the Way from Tuam, and 
Same Oul’ Town (a new album is due 
out in April). And the show was scarce- 
ly different from the one they'd put on 
at the Roxy in April, or at McGann’s in 
June. But the crowd that packed the 
Roxy didn’t mind a bit. They were like 
a child who asks for the same bedtime 
story night after night. 

What’s the Saw Docs’ secret? They 
conjure up a small-town innocence 
that post-Springsteen American bands 
can no longer lay claim to. The group 
formed in Galway City, but the songs 
focus on life in the market town of 
Tuam, just up the N1I7 motorway, 
where singers/songwriters/guitarists 
Davy Carton and Leo Moran grew up. 
“Same QOul’ Town” and “Back to 
Tuam” encapsulate life in “a 
repressed, Catholic, conservative, 
small-town, agrarian, angst-ridden 
and showband-infested society.” 
Translation: you have to get out, you 
have to go back. 

“Presentation Boarder” and “Mercy 
Gates” convey the special pride of hav- 
ing a, uh, friend at one of the local 
Catholic girls’ schools. “Wake Up 
Sleeping” shows that these guys also 
understand your girlfriend should be 
your best friend; in “I Hope You Meet 
Again,” “Never Mind the Strangers,” 
and “Best of Friends,” best friends are 
more important than girlfriends. Even 
so, you get the sense that their narra- 
tors are fated to be alone. “Broke My 
Heart” describes what happened not 
when our hero lost his girl but when he 
was unmarked in the penalty area and 
a teammate didn’t pass him the ball. 
“Music | Love” forsakes the discos for 
listening to CDs, by yourself, in your 


room. “N17,” their biggest hit, finds 





them tooling down the motorway from 
Tuam to Galway, “travelling with just 
my thoughts and dreams.” 

All this is put across by a three-guitar 
front (Pearse Doherty is the bassist), 
with keyboards (Derek Murray also 
plays button accordion) and percussion 
(John Donnelly) backing up. 
Memorable tunes, memorable riffs 
(already the bass licks in “Wake Up 
Sleeping,” “Exhilarating Sadness,” and 
“To Win Just Once” are the stuff of leg- 
end), sturdy backbeat, lots of guitar. 
There was very little between-songs pat- 


ter at the Roxy — no need when your: 
audience knows all your songs, even the. 


ones that haven't yet been recorded, by 


heart. About half the two-hour set (with_ 
a mere five minutes of intermission)” 


was drawn from the forthcoming 
album, and it showed the band still 
looking back, still looking around, with 
wry wit and glad-to-be-here feeling. 
“J.C.C.B.” (for Joyce Country Céili 
Band) details the doubtful joys of being 
a showband in the west of Ireland; 
“Tommy K” is for a favorite DJ; 
“Michael D” honors former Minister 
for the Arts Michael D. Higgins in its 
“We got Michael D rockin’ in the Dail 
[the Irish parliament] for us.” (You'd 
never hear an American band pay trib- 
ute to the NEA.) 

The crystalline clarity of the CDs 
got blurred a little by more impromp- 
tu jamming than I'd ever heard from 
this band. And the encore, “I Hope 
You Meet Again,” their most grown- 
up ballad, didn’t benefit from being 
turned into “Hey Jude.” Still, you 
can’t expect them to keep playing the 
same material straight. 

As for Sing a Powerful Song, it’s a 
generous selection, 17 tracks taken 
evenly from the Shamtown releases. 
There’s no apparent logic or arc to the 
sequence, which ends with their first 
hit, “I Useta Lover.” And it speaks for 
what the Saw Doctors accomplished 
on those Shamtown recordings that a 
lot of good songs didn’t make the cut: 
the self-depreciating “That’s What 
She Said Last Night,” the local-refer- 
ence-filled “Pied Piper” and “F.C.A.,” 
even “I Hope You Meet Again,” with 
its whiff of political reality. But what's 
really missing is a lyric sheet — this is 
an Irish band, for crying out loud, 
from the country that gave us Yeats 
and Joyce. So Sing a Powerful Song 
will do, but if you can find the Irish 
releases, buy them. For the record, 
Macnas (in “Macnas Parade”) are a 
Galway street-theater troupe (they 
graced Cambridge’s St. Patrick’s Day 
parade back in 95); the Gaelic refrain 
of “Share the Darkness” means 
“Darkness is descending/Come home 
with me, love”; and the last line-of the 
chorus in “Hay Wrap” is “Get that 
wasp off my sandwich.” +

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Don't look back 


Betwixt offer the thrill of discovery 
BY BRETT MILANO The first few months of a band’s existence are 


often the best ones. There are no rules yet, the musical format can be 
anything, new ideas can be tried out, and the members are still getting 


a kick from discovering one anoth- 
er. Bands usually get more focused 
and technically better once the 
honeymoon period is over, but 
sometimes those early tapes have, 
well, the thrill of discovery. 

You can hear that on Betwixt’s 
debut, a five-song tape that’s 
accessibly weird and _ weirdly 
accessible. Formed last April, the 
band bring together former 
Bulkhead/Jack Frosting guitarist 
Tom Devaney and former Turkish 
Delight singer Leah Callahan, 
both from bands who never 
played it too straight. Bulkhead 
were a pop group who messed 
around with lyric meanings and 
song structures; Turkish Delight 
were a brainy art-punk outfit who 
took a lot of their kick from 
Callahan's alternately playful and 
confrontational stage presence. 

With Betwixt the elements get 
shuffled differently, and the two 
borrow abit of each other’s per- 
sonality. Callahan tries singing 
more straightforward melodies,

and it’s Devaney who explores the 
outer regions with his guitar 
sounds. Devaney’s sound is the 
first hook on “Lucky 13,” the 
opening track: In the intro he’s 
twisting and bending high notes 
in a style that suggests Fred Frith 
or Marc Ribot. The last thing 
you'd expect to hear in this con- 
text is a giddy bubblegum chorus 
a la Shonen Knife, but that’s 
exactly what Callahan brings in, 
singing in an ironically sweet and 
Japanese-accented style. 

“Sea Horse” also starts off 
abstract and swirly, but then it 
resolves into a Zeppelinesque 
heavy riff, with the addition of 
cello (played by Gordon Withers). 
Callahan manages to throw in a 
few left curves by singing pretty 
on the weird-sounding ones and 
ghostly on the mo, : rocking “Sea 
Horse” (which appears to be a 
drug song, or at least one about 
having an active imagination — 
“Riding on a seahorse, wondering 
if I'll see more than you”). 


Elsewhere there are more frac- 
tured '60s sounds and a haunting- 
ly pretty number (“Shrine of Iso,” 
which appeared on the recent 
Nigh compilation). It’s all the 
work of players who've come 
through pop and punk and are 
finding endless possibilities ahead. 
One thing Betwixt don’t have is 
a bass player, which accounts for 
Devaney's developing style. “It 
forces me to play more interesting 
stuff, so I'm not about to put an 
ad up for bass players. It creates 
limitations in what I can do. If I 
play too much single-note stuff it 
sounds thin; if Gordon plays high- 
er notes I have to go down and 
compensate for it. So it creates a 
seesaw battle of us both having to 
play the bottom. I get to tinker 
with a million things I’ve always 
tinkered with in my bedroom.” 
Although he didn't know 
Callahan well before putting the 
band together, he says he was 
always a fan of Turkish Delight. 
“In some ways I'd compare them

to early Bulkhead, but they were 
more interesting than we were. 
Their music forced her to sing in 
a more aggressive way. With this 
band she’s moving to the center, 
and I’m moving away from it.” 
“I’m not as angry as | was in 
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Turkish Delight,” notes Callahan, 
whose role models at various 
stages of her life have included 
Shirley Temple and Karen Finley. 
“Now I like the idea of being an 
entertainer, singing pop ,songs

that people might like, but with 
something that they might think 
about later — something unnerv- 
ing, though it may be in the words 
instead of the music. I like things 
to be a little challenging. Not that 
I try to make them that way, but 
it’s just the way I am.” 

She believes in happy acci- 
dents, getting lyrics from her 
subconscious and figuring them 
out later. Hence a song like 
“Lucky 13,” which sounds like 
a love song even if it doesn't 
read exactly like one. “It came 
from a schoolgirl crush I had on 
a very unusual, experimental 
musician.” 

Like Devaney, she’s more 
enthused about her new band 
than nostalgic about her old one. 
“People tell me, ‘I’m so sorry 
Turkish Delight broke up,’ but 
I’m not. It’s like breaking up a 
relationship and moving on.” 


RUNNERS-UP. They're not 
exactly starved for good pop down 
at the Q Division studio, though 
most of the star acts (Jen Trynin, 
Gravel Pit, Talking to Animals, the 
Gravy) are on the brainy/abrasive 
side. Striking a blow for classic 
romantic pop is Senor Happy, a 
band fronted by Josh Lattanzi 
(best known as the bassist in 
Trynin’s band, previously in 
Poundcake). His own stuff is clos- 
er to the Beatles/Big Star axis than 
to the folks he’s worked with, 
though there’s a nice dirty guitar 
sound that keeps things from get- 
ting too sweet or too retro. But 
Lattanzi has one of those breathy, 
wispy voices that conveys a lot of 
hope and yearning. Toward the 
end of “We Will Fall” (not the Iggy 


tune) he overdubs a falsetto har- 
mony to grab the heart — a trick 
that goes back at least as far as the 
Zombies’ “She’s Not There,” and 
it works great here. 

There isn’t much room for crit- 
icism when a band start their tape 
with a song called “Jesus Christ 
I'm Awesome.” The same band 
get points for self-awareness when 
you discover that their publishing 
company is called Big Dumb 
Rock. Put your hands together, 
dudes, for Ass Tractor, whose 
first studio tape placed in a previ- 
ous Demo Derby. More recently 
they’ve released two different live 
tapes, both splendid examples of 
(what else?) big dumb rock. The 
four-song “Live Stuff” starts off 
with the above-named tune 
(whose subject, unlike the band 
members, is female: “Jesus Christ, 
I'm awesome/God damn, I’m a 
hell of a woman”) and has a faith- 
ful cover of the Nervous Eaters’ 
lost classic “Shit for Brains.” 
More anal references turn up on 
the album-length Kung Fu 
Barbeque, which was recorded on 
air at WTUL and includes anoth- 
er ace cover (their “I Smell a Rat” 
sounds a lot like Sebadoh’s ver- 
sion, which sounds a lot like the 
Bags’ original). But the pick hit is 
the title track, written for the day- 
long BBQ at O’Brien’s last sum- 
mer (yep, the one the cops shut 
down) and name-checking most 
of the bands who played, as well 
as the Roadsaw member who 
booked it: “O’Brien’s is where it’s 
at/Goat horns to Tim Catz.” 
Same to these guys. 

Few subjects are untouched in 
rap, but the members of 
Wordsworth have come up with 
one. Their “Rap Music” ends 


with a chant of “Throw your 
hands in the air and holler 
homo!” Sure enough, 
Wordsworth are one of the few 
outspokenly gay/lesbian rap 
crews to come along, but it 
would be a mistake to marginal- 
ize them as a political act. 
They've got a genuinely tough 
old-school sound built on 
turntable beats and a touch of 
Beasties jazz flavor. And there 
are enough clever, rapid-fire 
rhymes to keep you rewinding to 
make sure you heard it right. 
Points for this one: “I’ve got 
enthusiasm like a muscle spasm, 
and I’m gonna show my magic 
with some razzamatazzin’.” 
Considering how much homo- 
phobia there is in big-time rap, 
you might be surprised that 
Wordsworth don’t take the gay 
context farther than they do. But 
the determination in “Doin’ It 
My Way” speaks for itself (“Do it 
my way, let me say my thing, and 
if you want it your way, go to 
Burger King”). Extra points for 
“Bong Hits & Grits,” which 
includes instructions for making 
a working bong out of an ordi- 
nary household apple. 

| was never a big fan of Paul 
Janovitz's last band, Cold Water 
Flat, who tended to sound like a 
junior-league version of his older 
brother Bill's band Buffalo Tom. 
Paul didn’t match Bill as a singer 
or songwriter, but he did have an 
edge in the lead-guitar depart- 
ment. His solos were brittle and 
impassioned enough to cover up 
Cold Water Flat’s weaker spots. In 
his current band, Nana, Janovitz 
concentrates on what he docs best, 
leaving the singing and writing to 
bandmate Tom Baker (formerly a 
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member of Pouch, who included 
Buttercup’s Jim Buni). Like Buni, 
Baker’s writing has notable coun- 
try leanings — with a different 
band he could head in the same 
melodic direction Buttercup have 
taken. But Janovitz’s guitar keeps 
things good and gritty, and he 
solos with more freedom than he 
did in CWE. The most countryish 
track, “The Runaround,” has a 
Mick & Keith feel to it. The hard- 
rocking “Dirty Bit” harks back to 
mid-period Clash. And all three

tracks are from a full album that 
the band hope to release next year. 
Another plus is Kevin Salem’s pro- 
duction: he’s an expert at catching 
a live & dirty guitar-band sound 
without burying the songs. I'd be 
lying if I said it still didn’t sound a 
bit like Buffalo Tom, but you can 
say that about a lot of good 
straight-ahead rock bands. 

The sound of Frigate’s tape is 
that of a band having big fun with 
their Ramones/Go-Go’s roots. 
Drums pound, guitars do the 
punk-surf thing, there are call- 
and-response male/female vocals, 
song topics are willfully goofy, the 
whole thing’s catchy as hell. This 
is a side band for Linda Bean, the 
singer/bassist in PermaFrost. Her 
brother John is the drummer, and 





singer/guitarist Tim Gillis com- 
pletes the line-up. “The Plum” 
celebrates both a big night out and 
the hangover afterward; 
“Kickball” appears to be a jolly lit- 
tle tune about living with a homi- 
cidal girlfriend. “I kick with all my 
might, I'll kick your ass tonight,” a 
wholesome-sounding Bean sings 
in the chorus. | got a kick out of it.

wonderful gift to us — and to Handel. 


Zaphnath! 


Joseph, the Yings, and the Kuijkens 
BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ When you consider that one of 


Handel’s most memorable duets is to the words “Happy, 
happy, happy we” and that one of his most sublime 


choruses is “Wretched lovers, quit your 
dream./Behold the monster Polypheme” 
(both from Acis and Galatea), it’s hard to 
blame the thorough neglect of the “sacred 
drama” Joseph and His Brethren entirely on 
the Reverend James Miller’s clumsy libretto. 
In fact, it’s hard to find any reason. For as 
Donald Teeters and the Boston Cecilia 
proved in their 15th major Handel presen- 
tation, Joseph, from the very height of 
Handel’s career, has hardly a dull note in its 
more than three hours of ravishing music. 

This was, evidently, only the third 
American performance (the first was by the 
Newburyport Choral Society in 1972). The 
first recording, by the King’s Consort, 
appeared just last year. Teeters warns us in 
his program note that Joseph might be hard 
for a modern audience to follow since key 
details of the Biblical story are omitted and 
Miller’s subtext was local politics (Joseph 
as the image of an ideal leader in contrast 
to the corrupt and recently defeated prime 
minister, Robert Walpole). Yet the episodes 
themselves, dealing with Joseph’s rise to 
power in Egypt under the name Zaphnath 
(his interpretation of Pharaoh’s~dream of 
seven skinny cows devouring seven fat 
ones rescues Egypt from famine) and his 
later revenge against his jealous brothers 
for selling him into slavery and telling their 
father that he was dead, are quite lucid 
(especially with a few footnotes filling in 
the plot lacunae). 

Who cares about such verbal infelicities 
as “I fear this stranger/Has trespass’d on 
my unsuspecting bosom” or “prostrate 
multitudes that do him honours/Obstruct 
his passage through the. streets of 
Memphis” (maybe Joseph as Elvis isn’t 
such a bad analogy) when the music is so 
instantly compelling? The four-part over- 
ture begins in melancholy solemnity — a 
slow deconstruction of a fanfare, with the 
oboe pretending to be a trumpet. The story 
proper opens with a dark orchestral tread 
leading us downward into the prison where 
Joseph is languishing after being falsely 
accused of sexual harassment by Potiphar’s 
lecherous wife. 

Joseph’s accompanied recitative launch- 
es the oratorio with urgent immediacy, 
especially if it’s delivered by a countertenor 
as magnificent as Jeffrey Gall, whose voice 
was in its fullest, ripest flowering: creamy 
and radiant, dazzling in coloratura, every 
word audible, every emotion — every con- 
flicting emotion — felt. Gall’s Joseph was 
righteous (not just self-righteous) and 


moral, loving (he gets married early in this 
FPFTHEDECO FOE 
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| oratorio) and wise, yet obsessed by the 


need to teach his brothers a lesson, and 
then pained by the pain his revenge causes 
them. In short, he was Handel’s Joseph — 
a complete characterization to join his 
unforgettable Julius Caesar, Orlando, and 
David (in Saul) in the now legendary Peter 
Sellars/Craig Smith productions. His aria 
of yearning nostalgia for a humble pastoral 
life away from “courtly craft” and “public 
strife” (which Handel represents in glitter- 
ing knots of trills and roulades), sung in a 
halo of organ chords (Michael Beattie) and 
fluttering strings, is one of Handel’s most 
delicious inventions. 

The libretto invents a consort for Joseph, 
Asenath (only a name in the Bible), the 
conventionally devoted wife who later fears 
Joseph’s mysterious obsession might be 
with another woman. For Handel she’s the 
voice of lyricism and sentiment, with seven 
(count ’em!) beautiful but long and fero- 
ciously difficult coloratura da capo arias. 
Perhaps that’s the real reason for so few 
revivals. Frankly, cutting one or two 
wouldn’t be a crime. Soprano Sharon 
Baker flagged a little by the last one. Who 
wouldn’t? But her sincerity, remarkable 
technical command, rhythmic and vocal 
sparkle, clear diction, and sheer stamina 
were positively heroic. Her love duet with 
Gall (with two flutes) was another gem. 

The most complex character in Joseph is 
actually brother Simeon, whom Joseph 
holds captive in Egypt until the other 
brothers return with the youngest, 
Benjamin. Simeon is earnest and forth- 
right, yet tormented by his guilt over the 
betrayal of Joseph. The second act includes 
a prison scene for Simeon that, with simi- 
lar dark growls from the strings, parallels 
Joseph’s opening prison scene. Tenor 
William Hite sang with eloquent convic- 
tion. The scene in which Joseph asks 
Simeon about his father and “late” brother 
is one of the tightest, most dramatic in 
Handel. Gall and Hite captured both its 
tension and its pathos. 

Bass Mark P. Risinger made a noble 
Pharaoh and a sturdy brother Reuben. The 
endearing mezzo-soprano Pamela Dellal 
was both Phanor, Joseph’s right-hand man, 
and a high priest, singing some difficult 
low-lying coloratura with warmth and vivid 
personality. As young Benjamin, soprano 
Noel Brisson sang with a vibratoless 
“choirboy” voice. Perhaps a real choirboy 
(Handel used one) might have sung with 
greater accuracy. Still, she was a touching

presence, and the 
Joseph/Benjamin duet was deeply 
affecting. 


Joseph and His Brethren turns 
out to be one of Handel’s great 
choral works, from the hushed 
first-act Egyptian prayer and 
exuberant toast (“Zaphnath 
rules!” — that ought to be a 
bumper sticker) to the final jubi- 
lant “Alleluia.” The second act 
ends with a prayer by the 
Brethren (“O God, who in thy 
heav’nly hand”) that begins in 
repressed fervor and then, with 
its repeated descending chromat- 
ic lines in the strinys, turns into a 
fugal chant of heartbreaking 
intensity. It’s one of the most 
sublime utterances in Handel. 

The Cecilia chorus sang with 
fire and gusto, inspired by the 
stellar period-instrument orches- 
tra: concertmaster Kinloch Earle 
and principal second violin Jane 
Starkman, Stephen Hammer on 
oboe, Fred Holmgren leading the 
three-trumpet section, Wendy 
Rolfe and Naomi Lion on traver- 
so flutes, John Grimes on tim- 
pani, and Shannon Natale (cello) 
and Suzanne Cleverdon (harpsi- 
chord), with Anne Trout (bass), 
the splendid continuo players. 
Teeters’s forceful control over the 
entire score and his unusually 
uninhibited energy level caught 
the spirit of Handel’s dramatic 
dynamic contrasts. His passion- 
ate advocacy animated this 
neglected masterpiece. This per- 
formance was a wonderful gift to 
us — and to Handel. 


THE MUCH PRAISED, many- 
prized Ying Quartet presented a 
program of great chamber music 











in their first recital at Jordan Hall. 
The four siblings — Timothy and 
Janet (violins), Phillip (viola), and 
David (cello) — have been per- 
forming together for nine years 
and have a remarkable unanimity 
of sound, mainly a consistently 
light tone that keeps a certain del- 
icacy even when the playing gets 
raucous. Their great claim to fame 
is their two-year NEA residency in 
a small lowa farm town, where 
farmers and business people dis- 
covered how important classical 
music was to them. 

The Yings played Mozart’s 
exquisite Dissonant Quartet in C; 
Jandcek’s extraordinary Second 
Quartet (Intimate Letters), about 
whose origin — in the elder com- 
poser’s desperate infatuation with 
a woman 40 years younger and 
married — spokesperson Phillip 
Ying chatted jovially; and the 
Brahms Piano Quintet, with 19- 
year-old piano virtuoso Tian Ying 
(a disciple of Russell Sherman, 
whose possible relationship to the 
four string players Phillip also 
speculated amusingly upon). 

There’s a lot of talent here. 
Tian Ying is a full-bodied player 
who fills the music. He had to 
make himself conform to the 
thinner tone of the strings. 
Individually, the strings were 
attractive and appealing. The 
“dissonant” slow opening of the 
Mozart had a quiet poignance. 
But I was increasingly struck by 
how little the Yings responded to 
one another. String quartets are a 
kind of conversation — I was 
hoping the intimacy of a family 
ensemble would necessitate inti- 
macy in the playing. After listen- 
ing to a good deal of willful 
phrasing, overemphasis, and

extended pausing, I started to 
lose the bigger picture: the longer 
line, the shape of a movement, 
the quality that makes Mozart 
different from Jandcek or 
Brahms. The Allegro finale of the 
Janacek made the Yings scramble 
a bit, and more and more the 
concert itself sounded like a 
scramble, with little focus on or 
engagement with the larger 
issues, structures, or feelings. 


AN ELEMENT of musical 
monotony clouded another “fam- 
ily” concert — by the Kuijken 
Trio at Faneuil Hall the night of 
the miserable snowstorm. Quincy

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Market was surrounded by a 
slough of slush. “I admire your 
courage,” traverso flutist 
Barthold Kuijken told the crowd. 
It was comforting to be in the old 
hall on just such a night, to listen 
to 18th-century French chamber 
music played by some of the 
world’s best-loved masters of 
early music. The Trio — 
Barthold and his older brother, 
the gambist Wieland Kuijken, 
and their longtime collaborator, 
the Belgian harpsichordist Robert 
Kohnen — was last in Boston as 
three-quarters of the Kuijken 
Quartet (with violinist brother 
Sigiswald, who has bécome an 
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important Haydn conductor) in 
1990. 

The star turn was by Wieland, 
the dark-browed gambist, in a 
seven-movement suite Of mostly 
solemn music chosen from Marin 
Marais’s Deuxiéme livre (1701). 
The last-movement “Tombeau de 
Monsr. Lully” is a grief-stricken 
memorial for the great composer. 
Wieland Kuijken shattered his 
own elegant, resonant tone with a 
series of anguished, stabbing low 
chords, which return later, after 
failed attempts to moved up the 
scale and before we settle into the 
final quietude of sorrow. The 
most substantial music was the 
Marais and the concluding 
Rameau suite, with its contrasting 
tributes to other composers: the 
flamboyant “La  Forqueray” 
movement, the tender “La 
Cupis,” and the surprising melod- 
ic line of “La Marais” (dedicated 
to Marin’s eldest son). 

Flutist Barthold played Pied 
Piper in some “come follow me 
and we'll skip away” movements 
from a Leclair D-major trio 
sonata and a C-major sonata. He 
has an impressive battery of tech- 
nical skills and a sweet but unvar- 
ied tone (let’s be grateful for 
Leclair’s brief excursions into the 
chromatic). The trills, echo- 
effects, and other twittering 
charms of Couperin’s Premier 
concert royal, written to cheer up 
Louis XIV, also wore thin. 
Kohnen is an excellent accompa- 
nist — his tone is charmless, but 
no one could ever get lost follow- 
ing his square beat. The Globe’s 
Richard Dyer compared him to

That's believable. It’s got tracks from 
their first two albums remixed into various 
fashionable forms by a couple of big names 
(Goldie and Tricky get credited on the cover 
sticker), a couple of has-beens (Philip Steir, 
formerly of Consolidated, and Jack Dangers 
of Meat Beat Manifesto), and a bunch of 
never-weres. Oh, and Stingray — a couple 
of members of Bush themselves and some 
friends — remixing “Mouth.” 

You can imagine the process by which 
the album was dreamed up. Razorblade 
Suitcase (Interscope), goes the line of rea- 
soning, didn’t do nearly as well as Sixteen 
Stone because . . . because the kids aren’t 
buying grunge any more, perhaps? 
Because the kids are buying electronica? 

But nothing on Deconstructed does any- 
thing particularly new with electronics. 
Some of it is derivative not just of styles but 
of particular artists. (The Dub Pistols’ ver- 
sion of “History” is straight-up fake 
Chemical Brothers, though without the 
Chems’ rhythmic whammy.) It doesn’t work 
as rock, it doesn’t work as dance music, and 
it especially doesn’t work as remixes. 

The point of doing a remix is to open up 
a recording, to discover its hidden textural 
or rhythmic or contextual possibilities: to, 
as the academics say, deconstruct it — lit- 
erally. That's natural for dance music and 
hip-hop, and it makes sense in some other 
pop contexts. It usually works best with 
artists who build their songs around a 
groove (see Can’s Sacrilege or Run On’s 
Sit Down EP), or who vary their arrange- 
ments widely (see Bjérk’s Telegram), or 
who are willing to have their recordings 
remixed into nondance forms (see Pest 
5000's Palimpsest). The idea is that you're 
making a kind of music that’s conceived of 
as a studio project — that’s not trying to 
imply a live performance. But Bush are a 
rock band, or at least trying to be one, and 
even on meticulously tweaked multi-track 
recordings, rock bands work on how the 
instruments play off one another in real 
time — in short, how they sound on stage. 
If you open up Bush’s mixes, there’s not 
much you can rearrange without destroy- 
ing the formal integrity of the perfor- 
mance. It’s simply a different kind of 
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are good track makers in the first place, 
that can be okay. Goldie’s “Swallgwed” 
ditches just about everything bdf a few 
snatches of vocal and uses therias sound 
effects for a sharp, dark téch-step track. 
Most of the time, though, the effeet is like 
listening to a so-so electronica compilation 
while your little sister is playing Sixteen 
Stone too loudly in the next room. 

The one song that Deconstructed trans- 
forms effectively is not Bush’s own: it’s a 
Tricky-produced cover, “In a Lonely 
Place,” written by Joy Division, originally 
recorded by New Order, and then re- 
recorded by Bush for the Crow IJ sound- 
track. The melody has been rewritten to the 
point where Gavin Rossdale isn’t quite sure 
which notes he's trying to hit, and the basic 
elements of the song — a bass figure, a 
background drone, a drum pattern, a hint 
of guitar — have been reconfigured into a 
surprising, clever, “new” piece of music. 

New Order are actually a great model for 
a rock band who want to leave their songs 
open for remixes and remakes — honest to 
God, “Blue Monday ’88” holds up now, 
and so do all the alternate recordings on 
Substance. What did they have that Bush 
doesn’t? An affection for dance-club music 
and polyrhythms that showed up on their 
records the first time around, for one thing. 
For another, singing that was far from the 
most important aspect of their songs, and a 
singer who knew it. 

Rossdale’s voice has always been a trifle 
irritating, but here it’s full-on annoying. 
Could that be because, when he starts 
singing, his clear, English-accented speak- 
ing voice suddenly gains an American Deep 
South accent and a painfully mannered 
Kurt Cobain rasp? Or is it that, broken 
down into soundbites, his lyrics become 
even more aggressively meaningless? Or 
that nobody can remember the names of 
the other three guys in the band? 

That’s a cheap shot, but it’s easy to take 
cheap shots at Bush. Deconstructed isn't a 
real album: it’s a marketing ploy (three of 
its tracks have already shown up on sound- 
tracks) blown up into ap hour-long mis- 
take. The band showed up originally just in 
time to jump on one tread. Maybe they’re 
jumping onto another how, and maybe 
they’re being pushed, but the effect is the 
same.

What do a 
topiary gardener, a robot engineer, 
a mole-rat expert, and a lion tamer 
have in common? Errol Morris's 
exhilarating and original new film 
says a lot more about the human 
place in the universe than his pon- 
derous A Brief History of Time. 
interweaving and paralleling the 
lives, work obsessions, and eccen- 
tricities of his four unlikely subjects 
— the arcana of whose trades are 
rapturously photographed as the 
film dances from machines that 
look like insects to animals that act 
like them, from topiary shaped into 
beasts to beasts shaped into a 
kind of topiary — Morris has 
achieved the cinematic equivalent 
of a Bach fugue, delightful in its wit 
and intricacies and, in the end, 
spiritually elevating. In its search 
for the nature and likely survival of 
humanity, Fast, Cheap & Out of 
Control revels in that essence of 
what it is to be human — a sense 
of play.

Carlos Saura’s performance cele- 
bration (with cinematography by 
The Godfather's Vittorio Storaro) of 
Spanish song and dance makes it 
clear that the flamenco experience 
is subtle and complicated and that 
flamenco performers come in all 
shapes. There are luscious mini- 
skirted types; there's a gay- 
squeeze hulk who's been an 
Armani model and a Pedro 
Almodovar star; there are large fla- 
menco families. Some of the last 
seem rough, hardened peasants, 
others pedigreed aristocrats. It 
helps to be familiar with flamenco 
vocabulary, to have a feel for the 
formalized combinations of virtu- 
oso guitar rolls, polyrhythmic hand 
claps, harsh, mournful singing, and 
swaggering, euphoric dance steps: 
the proud straight back, the sensu- 
al, swaying hands and hips, the 
slapping and drumming and 
hydraulic drill of boots. As for the 
singing, it’s a multicultural crash 
course in the history of Spain, with 
its Gypsy, Arabic, Sephardic 
Jewish, and Catalan roots. One

* #*x*xTHE FULL MONTY (1997). 


British director Peter Cattaneo 
exposes the naked truth in The Full 
Monty, his exuberant debut about 
a motley pack of Sheffield steel- 
workers. When the Chippendale 
dancers bump and grind into town, 
the laid-off Gaz (the versatile and 
charismatic Robert Carlyle, who 
was Begbie in Trainspotting) gets 
to thinking: what if he and his 
blokes put on their own strip show 
and take it all off — that is, go the 
“full monty?” The cast includes 
Dave (Mark Addy), a sensitive lug 
impotent because of his gut; 
Gerald (Tom Wilkinson) their 50ish 
pink-slipped supervisor; Lomper 
(Steve Huison), an unassuming 
depressive; Horse (Paul Barber), 
who, uh, isn’t hung like one; and 
Guy (Hugo Speer), who is, to judge 
by the gape-mouthed expressions 
whenever he drops his drawers. 
Cattaneo ribs his gender by expos- 
ing their follies and their insecuri- 
ties, though he sometimes gets a 
notch too sentimental. Mostly, 
however, the film cuts its pathos 
with humor; and by the time Tom 
Jones belts out “You Can Leave 
Your Hat On” in an optimistic 
finale, there’s something undeni- 
ably authentic, infectiously sweet, 
and, yes, even inexplicably sexy 
about these guys.

Writer/ 
director Andrew Niccol’s sci-fi 
drama takes place in a “not so 
distant future” where petri-dish 
babies are manufactured for per- 
fection while less-fortunate “god 
children” — those conceived with- 
out the benefit of scientific inter- 
vention — are automatically des- 
tined for failure. The otherwise 
perfect Vincent (Ethan Hawke), is 
a “god child,” so to achieve his 
lifelong dream of space travel at 
the Gattaca Corporation, he has 
to buy and assume the identity of 
a genetic “superior” — a 
chainsmoking alcoholic who has 
been paralyzed and is now willing 
to sell his DNA on the black mar- 
ket.

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(the place), and a string of assas- 
sinations is tarnishing the image of 
the LAPD.

“Negro” teens; subsequently, he 
blows them away after a botched 
escape attempt. But something

They're agents 
for a secret organization controlling 
resident aliens — the outer-space 
kind. It seems UFO cultists have 
been right all along: for decades 
the Earth has been a refuge for 
extraterrestrial émigrés. It's the job 
of K and J to preserve the secret 
from a native populace who pre- 
sumably would panic if they knew 
the truth. Or saw the Bug, a carniv- 
orous cockroach terrorist the size 
of a T. rex who, disguised as a

Ulrich (whose award-winning book 
about 18th-century midwife Martha 
Ballard inspired the screenplay) 
mixed filmed interviews with dra- 
matic re-enactments, presenting 
Ulrich’s process of discovery with 
as much impact as the story she’s 
uncovering. Martha Ballard was

Director Jean-Jacques 
Annaud fills Tibet with breathtak- 
ing sights — stunning mountain 
vistas (the Andes, land of llamas, 
stand in for the land of lamas), 
ornate fabrics and sculptures, 
Brad Pitt's glorious flaxer hair — 
and with thousands of extras, but 
few substantive characters. Pitt 
plays Heinrich Harrer, who in the 
1930s was a famous Austrian 
mountain climber — and, it was 
recently revealed, a member of 
the Nazi SS. Harrer joins an expe- 





dition to climb a Himalayan peak 
led by Peter Aufschnaiter (David 
Thewlis) and endures many har- 
rowing ordeals before arriving in 
Lhasa, where he becomes tutor to 
the young Dalai Lama (Jamyang 
Wangchuk). Pitt conveys the 
transformation of Harrer from 
insufferably selfish into — well, 
less selfish and somewhat chas- 
tened.

Performance artist Bob 
Flanagan fought cystic fibrosis 
(one of the longer-living survivors, 
he died last year, at age 43) by 
singeing, piercing, slitting, shack- 
ling, taping, slapping, and binding 
his body — subverting a destiny of 
Clinical pain into a declaration of 
S&M pleasure. His long-time part- 
ner/dominatrix, Sheree Rose, a 
Janet Reno look-alike in apron 
and surgical gloves, is seen mus- 
ing about their passionate relation- 
ship, pausing to smack his cheek 
or stroke the topography of scars, 
piercings, and tattoos that covers 
his body, before performing a 
sampler of S&M acts. Ultimately, 
the cystic fibrosis usurps her; she 
can no longer rival its pain.

Alternately graphic and 
graceful, Sick penetrates the 
agony and ecstasy of one man's 
pact with pain.

(1997). Paul Verhoeven (Robo- 
Cop) takes that '60s paean to 
interstellar imperialism from a 
novel by the Ayn Rand of sci-fi, 
Robert Heinlein, and celebrates its 
futuristic totalitarian society as 
much as he parodies it. The Earth 
Federation is battling the Bugs, 
the insect alien race who are 
jostling us for galactic empire. But 
Starship Troopers is also the story 
of four callow, colorless teehagers 
from Buenos Aires — high-school 
student Johnny (Casper Van 
Dien), his pal Carl (former Doogie 
Hauser Neil Patrick Harris), 
Johnny’s girlfriend Carmen 
(Denise Richards), and tomboyish 
Dizzy (Dina Meyer, the only char- 
acter with any flesh and blood) — 
who join up.

HOPPING FOR A yearly planning diary is, inevitably, a 
shameful activity. (If you don’t already use one, that is. If 
you do, you've no doubt got yours for 1998 by now — so 
you can skip the rest of this and go drop your Christmas cards in 
the mail.) You do it because you've failed somehow. Maybe you 
missed a deadline, or stood up your dentist, or left your suit at the 
cleaners so long they shipped it off to Goodwill. You thought you 
were competent to run your own life, and you were wrong. 
Most planners only compound the humiliation. 
They compress and subdivide days into rigid little 
units — hours or half-hours or, in one frightening 
case, 10-minute blocks.

pose that they plan in haiku, or designed as auxiliary books to 
some bulging mothership of a desk planner. The At-a-Glance 
Standard Diary ($9.19 at Bob Slate, 1288 Mass Ave, Cambridge, 
547-1230), is the bare-bones version: two days to the page, 
addresses in back, no fuss. 

Other planners offer more in the way of blandishments: rugged yet 
supple leather covers, gilt edges, pages of almanac-style maps and 
information. The Charing Cross engagement book ($21.95 at Bob 
Slate), a twee British number with delicate pale-blue pages and a 
satin ribbon place marker, includes an international clothing-size 
conversion table, a wine vintage chart, and a Zodiac. The thin but 
sturdy Per Annum Greater Boston Diary ($16.95 at Bob Slate) fea- 
tures wines and size conversions too, but includes more pertinent 
features: color road maps, a T map, and a local phone directory. 

The themed “agendas” offered by Editions du Désastre ($10.76 
at WordsWorth, 30 Brattle Street, Cambridge, 354-5201) may be 
the ne plus ultra of schmanciness: quadralingual books illustrated 
with art photos, or pictures of food, or similarly classy stuff. If 52 
weeks of reading “Mercredi Wednesday Mittwoch Miércoles” seems 
too much to bear, there’s the less fussy Georgia O’Keeffe pocket 
calendar ($6.95 at Bob Slate), which includes color art plates, or 
the still-less-fussy Paul Klee ($5.95 at WordsWorth), which doesn't. 

But the reluctant plan-maker may do better to try the new S. Levin 
pocket diary, which sells for $13.95 at Bob Slate, Black Ink (101 
Charles Street, Boston, 723-3883), and Brookline Booksmith (279 
Harvard Street, Brookline, 566-6660). Frustrated with the horizontal 
layout of most datebooks, Brookline designer Susan Levin has laid 
out her pages in unlined vertical columns, so you can write in tasks 
or appointments in whatever order you please. Spare and unclut- 


tered, it lets you feel — as you should — that you're in control.

FUNNY THING happened at 
A New York’s Fashion Week last 

spring. After the Herculean ef- 
fort that went into showing Tunji Dada’ 
Fall 97 collection — the three-day in- 
somniac work marathon, the dollhouse- 
sized budget of $5000, the transporta- 
tion of 150 pieces of clothing and God 
knows how many Afro wigs from Rox- 
bury to Manhattan by lap and Amtrak 
and hatchback — not one buyer made 
an order. 

Turns out that by Fashion Week, the 
big retailers have already spent their 
money, so designers have special shows 
for their buyers a month earlier. No one 
had told Tunji Dada. Oops. 

So Dada, heralded in that week’s 
Globe as the first Boston designer to 
show on the runway for New York 
Fashion Week in 20 years, gathered to- 
gether his Fall ’97 collection and made 
his way back to Roxbury, a trip that — 
though frustrating — represented just 
one more step in a long journey for a 
boy who used to wake up in a tiny vil- 
lage in Togo with snakes in his shoes. 
Tunji Dada has picked up a number of 
qualities during the 15 years since he 
came to America, and the greatest of 
them is patience. 

But last spring, his patience drained 
away, explains Dada, whose dreadlocks 
are long and partially blue. The time had 
come to make the only conceivable 
move. Tunji Dada, Boston’s anointed 
fashion wild child, is moving to New 
York to risk anonymity. Although he sin- 
cerely hopes to avoid it. 

“I’m searching for an identity that 
people can relate to. Now, they say 
things like ‘faces to watch.’ They say 
things like ‘upcoming.’ They say things 
like, ‘He has possibilities,’ ” says Dada, 
who is 37. “I think there will be a time 
when they say, ‘Oh, that’s Tunji.’ ” 

So now, while the rest of the world is 
trotting out Spring ’98 collections, Tunji 
Dada lives only for Fall ’98 — the show 
that will announce his presence in the 
fashion capital. He can’t say exactly 
how, but he plans to make a big splash. 
Among the things he has learned in Bos- 
ton is that obscurity is not his friend. 

“Isolation is actually not, like, the best 
thing to do in fashion,” he says, with a 
rueful smile. 

So there it is. Tunji Dada is leaving 
Boston. He has 20 minutes in April to 
turn his name into an adjective.

This is not a situation that lends itself to 
major commercial success; he could 
electrify all the major buyers in town (if 
there were major buyers in town) and 
still only be able to produce between 20 
and 30 pieces of clothing a month. 

Among the mistakes that Tunji Dada 
has learned from in the last several years 
was this one: on a trip to London to visit 
friends, he trekked all the way to Paris 
with a suitcase full of samples to show a 
boutique buyer. 

The buyer liked what he saw, and 
asked how soon he could have a bulk or- 
der. Tunji Dada stood there, thinking of 
his one-needle operation over Manhat- 
tan Square Fashion and trying to save 
face. 

“What was I supposed to say?” he re- 
members, laughing. “That I had traveled 
all the way to Paris so he could buy my 
samples?” 

Welcome to the education of Tunji 


Dada. He’s at the point in his career 
where good designers fail — although 
he has a customer base reliable enough 
to support himself, he doesn’t have the 
money to pay a factory to make his 
clothes in bulk. 

Exposure is no longer an issue for 
him, he says; manufacturing is. Nadine, 
who owns the Newbury Street boutique 
Concrete and has been buying from 
Dada since she opened two years ago, 
finds this situation maddening. Enough 
with the volunteer models, enough with 
the $5000 shows, enough with the ap- 
proval of Globe reporters, she tells him. 
It’s time to do business. 

“He’s already done Boston. Boston 
knows,” says Nadine, who dropped her 


last name years ago. “If you’re a design- 


er, you want to put yourself out 
there. ... What do you do in Boston? 
You leave. You make your mistakes 
here, and then you leave.” 


So — thanks to the encouragement of 
friends like Nadine — this is the year 
Dada is learning to think like a business- 
man. The basis of his strategy is moving to 
the kind of place where the kind of people 
who wear his clothes live. But first, he’s 
looking for investors to donate a sum his 
manager estimates at at least $100,000, 
without which he can’t send his patterns to 
an Italian factory, without which there is 
no Fall ’98 show to announce his arrival 
anywhere. Which would leave him right 
here in Boston, hogtied, stitching pieces 
one by one for Nadine. 

“I’m in a bind,” says Tunji Dada. He’s 
not kidding. 


F BOSTON hasn’t supplied Dada 

with the fashion springboard he 
needs, it’s not for lack of attention; long 
after he has left, this city will remember 
that one pair of pants. Over the years, 
he’s ventured into the vintage clothing 
cut-and-paste work known as recoup, 
he’s designed costumes for Boston Bal- 
let, and he’s worked in asymmetrical, 
tailored leather jackets. But . . . those 
pants. It was 1992, and they had a cer- 
tain, um, rear openness. Some people 
said they were amusing, some people 
said they were appalling, and some peo- 
ple couldn’t say very much at all, they 
were so shocked. 

“I remember at one of the shows at. 
the Roxy, he showed those pants with 
the rear end hanging out,” says Marilyn 
Riseman, who ran a Newbury Street 
boutique, Apogee, from the mid- 1960s 
to the mid- 1980s. “He was much too 
way out. I don’t think most Boston peo- 
ple look like that except the freaks that 
go out — I don’t even know where they 
go out, except to the disco.” 

Riseman concluded — and other ob- 
servers agreed — that Dada’s runway 
designs (e.g., skirts for men, sleeves 
without wrist openings) were interesting 
but unwearable in a city whose most 
successful designers stick closer to the 
taste of television anchorwomen. Local 
fashion fixtures like Alfred Fiandaca and 
David Josef made their names dressing 
Kennedy women and Kitty Dukakis, but 
Dada’s celebrity business would have to 
wait for the cast of Rent — one of 
whose members approached him and 
said, “Make me anything.” But Rent, as 
we know, left Boston. 

The “unwearable” criticism has driven 
Dada crazy for six and a half years, but 
it’s also brought him a fair amount of 
big-fish-in-small-pond buzz, as his Mass 
Art mentor Sondra Grace points out. 
“He was criticized, but he was also

Nong Tumsutipong, who recently 
moved to New York herself, Dada has 
become a favorite case in point for those 
people who make it their business to 
promote Boston as a fashion proving 
ground. “He is a good example of some- 
one coming from outside the spectrum 
who is making a mark completely on his 
own,” says the designer Jay Calderin, 
who moved here from New York in 
1989 and founded Boston’s fledgling 
Fashion Week. 
But he adds 
that Dada “suf- 
fered from being 
defined as so 
outside the 
mainstream,” 
and Dada 
agrees. In gen- 
eral, he says, 
Boston lacks the 
population of 
glamour kids 
who push fash- 
ion forward. 
“There are al- 
ways some peo- 
ple you expect 
to be catalysts 
for fashion. But 
for there to be a 
catalyst, there 
have to be 
events to at- 
tend,” he says.

there has to be 
somewhere to 
go.” 

Thus, New York. Designers measure 
their success in national influence, and 
for that they need fashion forecasts, 
fashion shows, and, above all, fashion 
people. Even in New York, there is a rel- 
atively small number of people whose 
physical presence is necessary for a de- 
signer — since, as Dada points out, 
“you can’t invite the population in to see 
your clothes.” Besides which, designers 
say, nothing ever really happens through 
normal channels. You get noticed be- 
cause someone else’s clothes don’t show 
up for a shoot, and the stylist remem- 
bers your name, and you’re home when 
they call. 

Or else you aren’t, and you accept 
work in the argyle division of Armani 
Sock. Alfred Fiandaca, who has been 
showing his collections on New York’s 
Seventh Avenue for 16 years, has ob- 
served a vast number of young designers 
and come to the conclusion that even 
talented people fail like crazy. 

“New York is a big city, and you can 
get chewed up very easily,” he says.

“Nothing is more common than people 
with talent. You know, and I know, a 
gazillion people with talent.” 

Into this jungle emerges Tunji Dada. 
He hopes to capitalize on his status as a 
new face, but he’s not encouraged by the 
what’s-the-punchline looks he gets in 
New York when he uses the words “Bos- 
ton” and “designer” in the same sentence. 

“It’s like they don’t even expect any- 
thing to come from outside of New 
York,” he says. “What they don’t re- 








member is that any designer in New 
York is from somewhere else.” 

Which may be true, in the sense that 
no one is exactly born to the catwalk. But 
most haven’t come as far as Tunji Dada. 


ADA WAS 15 before he discov- 

ered that fashion existed at all. In 
Lagos, as an orphaned teenager, he 
used to sell airline tickets to the kind 
of women who would become his 
clients. They would fly to London on 
Friday afternoons and return early 
Monday morning with bags from 
Pierre Cardin and Yves Saint Laurent. 
Dada booked their flights and wrote 
out their tickets; his interest in them 
was not fashion-based. 

“I thought about fashion as a tailor, 
like in the corner of the street,” says 
Dada. “I thought you didn’t make money 
by being an artist. That’s what we were 
told back home. Nobody buys art for 


their homes. So I had that mentality.” 


He had been raised to make money in 


a gentlemanly fashion, which meant law 


IN ROXBURY, «at his studio, Dada can turn out 20 or 30 pieces a month 
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or business or engineering. The eldest 
son of an Air France executive, he grew 
up in a world where some of the kids 
had chauffeurs and everyone spoke three 
languages. At 10 he was sent to board- 
ing school in Switzerland, and at 11 he 
enrolled in a Catholic school in Togo 
where the students — “the foreign kids, 
the ambassadors’ kids, the kids of presi- 
dents” — slept in a long room where 
bats screeched from one end to the oth- 
er and made it hard to go to sleep.

Dada 
has slept four hours a night for so long 
that he thinks it’s all he needs. 

“My first job when I got here was hor- 
rible,” he says, laughing. “I was working 
in Dedham, and living in Cambridge, 
and I had to take three different forms 
of transportation: bus, bus, train. It cost 
three dollars and forty-five cents to 
make that trip.” 

His engineering plans derailed for 
good when a friend brought him to a 
drawing class, and eventually he was ac- 
cepted into the Massachusetts College of 
Art fashion design program. He would 
do his homework during double and 
triple shifts as a security guard at 1731 
Beacon, where he buzzed tenants in the 
front door and drew patterns right there 
on the counter. Eventually, one of them 
asked him to make her daughter a dress 
for a bat mitzvah. He did four separate 
fittings for the dress, and she paid $150.

Looking back now, he-figures he lost 
money on it. 

Dada stopped buzzing tenants in six 
and a half years ago, and since then has 
been supporting himself through custom 
orders. His operation has barely grown; 
he still lives in his studio. The seven 
family members he has helped immigrate 
from Africa still live the way he used 
to — with second jobs, triple shifts. 
Meanwhile, Dada was entirely happy 
just to be doing what he loved to do. 
Until recently. 

“I never thought of money when I 
started,” he says. “It was pure joy. And 
that was the reason.” 


OW THE period of pure joy has 

given way to the period of logistics, 
and Dada — who thinks of himself “pri- 
marily as an artist” — is logging a lot of 
hours on the bus into New York’s Port 
Authority. There are a number of plans 
in the offing: if he can get letters of in- 
tent from stores that have shown interest 
in his clothes, then he can use them to 
assure investors, and then he just might 
get the six-figure sum he needs before 
December. He is planning a massive 
party for the venturesome firms and in- 
dustry eccentrics who might possibly 
give him the money to develop his line. 
He is pricing studio space in Chinatown 
and Chelsea. 

Tunji Dada is in this position because 
he has succeeded. The orphan, the 
Catholic school boy, the buzzer-in of 
tenants at 1731 Beacon will never have 
to take a day job again. That in itself is a 
marvel. 

“I never thought I could make money 
doing this,” he says, and it’s not hard to 
believe him. “I have a friend who is 
working as my manager, and she had to 
tell me. She said, ‘Tunji, you can make 
money doing this.’ ” 

But, at the same time, he is acutely 
aware that he has not yet succeeded. 
He’s a one-man operation in Roxbury 
when he’d like to take his samples into 
Henri Bendel and Bergdorf Goodman. 
He’d like to be an enfant terrible along 
the lines of John Galliano or Stella 
McCartney or Alexander McQueen. 
Fashion is a social art, after all; in or- 
der to make an impact, a designer has 
to be out there generating buzz. At a 
certain point it is necessary to be 
known, so Tunji Dada is leaving Bos- 
ton. There are no obscure geniuses in 
fashion. 

“The right people haven’t had the 
chance to see my work,” he says. “I 
believe I am ready for it.” Ea

Duing words 


VERY YEAR I bury a couple hundred of my 

townspeople,” writes Thomas Lynch in the 

opening line of The Undertaking: Life Studies 

from the Dismal Trade. Lynch is the director 

of Lynch & Sons, a family-run funeral home 
in Milford, Michigan; he’s also a poet and essayist, and his 
new book is a collection of essays gleaned from 25 years of 
embalming, burying, and burning the dead. 

If the premise sounds a bit unappealing — prehistoric 
couches in half-lit rooms, endless arrangements of flowers 
and talk of the hereafter — that’s because conventional wis- 
dom tells us that funerals are at best dreary, and at worst 
downright depressing. The funeral is life’s crappy epilogue. It 
takes an unconventional wisdom — like that of Thomas 
Lynch — to have us see things in a different light. 

Like a good poet, Lynch breathes life into his subject. In 
his hands the funeral becomes a vital part of life's ceremony. 
“How we treat our dead tells us about ourselves,” he says, 
and in the book he makes us believe it. Part 
memoir and part manifesto, Tie Undertak- 
ing has garnered a wealth of public interest 
and critical acclaim, even securing a slot as 
a National Book Award finalist. It is one of 
the year’s creepers. 

The essays in The Undertaking are driven 
by passion, humor, and irrepressible logic. 
They are also surprisingly lively, considering 
the subject matter. Lynch’s madly discursive 
prose leaps from witticism to emotional 
declamation, from a coolly quoted statistic 
to a passage of inspired lyricism. But he al- 
ways leads us back to the graveside, and he 
always leaves us wanting to peer in. 

Lynch's essays look at mortality with- 
out blinking. They might offer a modest 
(and persuasive) proposal to combine 
cemeteries with golf courses, or draw a 
line of argument from the flush toilet to 
modern attitudes about death, or show us 
the unbearable sadness of losing some- 
body we love. More than anything, 
though, these essays convince us that tak- 
ing care of the dead is one of our most 
basic responsibilities — something we 
undertake for the living as much as for 
those we praise and bury. As Lynch puts 
it: “It is the thing to do.” 

In person, Lynch is soft-spoken and be- 
spectacled, sporting a baggy suit, a bow tie, 
and a few days’ stubble — in appearance, 
every bit the lugubrious undertaker. But he 
is also as witty, thoughtful, and gracious as 
his book. And every bit as willing to talk 
about death.

is to distract them. We talk about the stock market, the Yan- 
kees, or the goddam weather instead of how does it feel to 
have your spouse be dead, because the answer to that is not 
“have a nice day.” It might be miserable. So | want people at 
your funeral — and mine — to be uplifted, but not because 
they've been distracted. 


Q: Your book got me thinking. For the first time in my life 1 
started to question what | want to happen to me when | die. 

A: | think in time the question will evolve into not what you 
want done for yourself, but what you want when someone 
close to you dies. Because you'll have to live with those deci- 
sions. When you die, you'll have your heaven or your abyss or 
whatever is out there or isn’t out there. But you'll be well be- 
yond worrying about whether you'll be buried or burned or 
blown out of a cannon. 


MAN THAT | work with named Wesley Rice once spent all of one day and 
all night carefully piecing together the parts of a girl’s cranium. She’d been 
murdered by a madman with a baseball bat after he’d abducted and 


God for his life” — it’s okay with me, because I won't be 
there. It won't matter. 


Q: The Undertaking got a glowing review in the Death 
Care Business Advisor, among other publications. Do you 
think they are rubbing their hands, seeing the book as a coun- 
teroffensive against the likes of Jessica Mitford? 

A: Yes. [Pause]. Jessica changed my life. The basic 
premise of her book [The American Way of Death] is 
that when someone you love dies, you are in a very bad 
bargaining position — which of course is true. It’s the 
same when you have a gallbladder burst — you can't 
go shopping for a surgeon. When you have a dead body 
on the floor, you're in trouble, you are in a bad bar- 
gaining position. But her next jump is: because you're 
in that position, every undertaker’s a crook. Which is 
ludicrous. 


Q: Do you think of your book as being a 
response to that? 

A: No. Although | did feel that | would not 
want to write a book without speaking about 
that issue, the idea that funeral directors are all 
crooks. 


. . Most embalmers, faced with what Wesley Rice was faced with after 


he’d opened the pouch from the morgue, would have simply said “closed casket,” 
treated the remains enough to control the odor, zipped the pouch, and gone home for 
cocktails. It would have been easier. The pay was the same. Instead, he started work- 
ing. Eighteen hours later the girl’s mother, who had pleaded to see her, saw her. She 
was dead, to be sure, and damaged; but her face was hers again, not the madman’s 
version. The hair was hers; not his. The body was hers, not his. Wesley Rice had not 
raised her from the dead nor hidden the hard facts, but he had retrieved her death 
from the one who had killed her. He had closed her eyes, her mouth. He’d washed 
her wounds, sutured her lacerations, pieced her beaten skull together, stitched the in- 
cisions from the autopsy, cleaned the dirt from under her fingernails, scrubbed the fin- 
gerprint ink from her fingertips, washed her hair, dressed her in jeans and a blue 
turtleneck, and laid her in a casket beside which her mother stood for two days and 
sobbed as if something had been pulled from her by force. It was the same when her 
pastor stood with her and told her “God weeps with you.” And the same when they 
buried the body in the ground. It was then and always will be awful, horrible, unap- 
peasably sad. But the outrage, the horror, the heartbreak belonged, not to the mur- 
derer or the media or the morgue, each of whom had staked their claims to it. it be- 
longed to the girl and to her mother. Wesley had given them the body back . . . it was 
what we undertakers call a good funeral.

Q: Yes, but | want people to get together when I'm gone and 
have a good drink and a good cry and a good laugh. In your 
book you say you don't want that kind of lightheartedness. 
Given the book's humor, | was surprised by that. 

A: Your hope that people will laugh and cry is agood 
one. | just don’t want people to feel as if they have to grin 
and bear it. If they feel like getting together and having a 
drink, fair play to them. But if they feel like walking away 
and weeping, or screaming, or shaking their fist in the face 
of whoever’s out there. . . . All I’m saying is, | want to in- 
struct my family that whatever they feel like, whether they 
feel like saying “Bugger off,” “Piss up a rope,” “Thank 


Q: One step lower than used car dealers. 
A: One step higher than attorneys. 


Q: So what was behind this book? 

A: I did want to organize, in my own mind, 
some of the themes I had touched on in my 
poetry. | did want to leave some record of 
what undertakers do and why we do it. But in 
the end, it has less to do with the fact that I'm 
an undertaker, and more to do with the fact 
that you are going to die as well as | am. 


Q: A lot of the book is spent exhorting us to 
value all our rituals and traditions, not just fu- 
nerals — not to do away with the past. 

A: I would hate to characterize anything as 
the good old days, because the good old days 
had plagues and fevers and flus and starvation. 
If I'm saying anything, it’s to look at things for 
their meaning, not just for their performance. 
In the world we live in we're apt to sce things 
in terms of their function, not necessarily their 
form — how they operate rather than why we 
value them. And I think this is particularly true 
when you press your nose up against the exis- 
tential questions: birth, death, marriage. Why 
do we do this? What does this mean? 


Q: And the funeral ceremony is a way of 
answering those questions, or at least deal- 

ing with them? 
A: It’s a way of broaching the questions. In a way, the fu- 
neral presses your face up against the fact of our mortality. 


Q: My cousin died in a car accident a few years ago. 
There was an open casket. My sister went in to see the body 
and ran out screaming, knocking chairs over on the way. 
Did that help her? 

A: I can’t tell you if that helped her, but I can tell you that | 
know an awful lot of parents whose daughters and sons were 
killed in car accidents, who never saw them, and who are still 
searching. I have stood with parents whose young children 




















have been terribly disfigured; they might see a damaged child, 
but it proves to them that this terrible thing has happened. 
That’s why it hurts. While your sister may have been trauma- 
tized, there’s no question for her that this person is dead. 


Q: In your book you say that MIA is more painful than 
DOA. You also say that you couldn't really believe JFK was 
dead until you saw photos of him on the slab. Do we really 
need that proof? 

A: Yes. Take Princess Diana. That was a wonderful fu- 
neral, but I don’t know if her boys saw the body. | kind of 
doubt they did. They have to live with what the media 
served up, a crumpled Mercedes-Benz in a French tunnel. I 
can tell you this: any 14-year-old boy can imagine far worse 
than what they would have seen. Their mother’s just miss- 
ing in action. 


Q: But the funeral seemed to perform that healing function 
on a national level. 

A: You're right. It’s interesting that Britain is a culture that 
for the past 40 years has not attended the funerals of their fa- 
thers, their mothers, their sisters, their brothers, and people 
were determined. This was a media-anointed event. It was 
okayed to do this one: you could bring flowers, and if they 
had laid Diana out in Kensington Palace, people would have 
filed by to see her dead. There was so much free-floating, 
unattached, unfocused grief. 


Q: People were using this ceremony as a focus for their per- 
sonal pain. 

A: The same thing happens on a smaller scale in Milford, 
Michigan, when a woman will come in to bury her husband, 





armed with a prescription to keep her from going to pieces. 
She goes through this event — or nonevent — as if she isn’t 
there, because in a sense she’s not there. Six weeks later she'll 
come to the funeral of her accountant’s brother-in-law’s best 
friend and break down. | think psychiatrists call it re-grieving. 


Q: It's the snagged-sweater syndrome: all these terrible 
things happen to you and you hold yourself together, then you 
snag your sweater on a nail and you break down. 

A: You unravel. 


Q: /n the preface of the book, you talk about childhood 
friends clamoring to get the “grim details” of the Lynch family 
business. People don't want to face death, but we do want 
those grim details, the shattered skulls and the eyeballs pop- 
ping out of the sockets. 

A: It’s much like the way our inability to deal with sex 
in any natural context builds an appetite for pornography. 
Our inability to deal with mortality builds an appetite for 
the pornography that is blood and guts. The appetite 
comes from an unwillingness to see death as part of the 
baby that's crawling, the marriage that’s contracted. We 
see them as separate, isolated events, and because of that 
we objectify death. People will pay to have someone tell 
them what it looks like when somebody drives a Harley 
Davidson into a tree. In the same way, grown men pay 
good money to see the breasts of women they could never 
touch; this is not what you would call a natural under- 
standing of sexuality. 


Q: You've been in the trade for 25 years. Have you thought 


about giving it up, perhaps to pursue a writing career full time?

A: I’ve never seen it as either/or. | think one helps me do 
the other: being a good funeral director helps me be a good 
writer, and being a good writer makes me a better funeral 
director. The really grim thing is not dealing with some 
dead guy who's had something horrible happen to him. 
The grim part of my work is walking into a room with a 
mother and a father, or a wife or a husband, and having to 
say something. 


Q: What do you say? 
A: That's poetry: how do you speak the unspeakable? 


Q: About your early experiences with death, you write: 
“The dead were unremarkable in ways that are difficult to 
imagine.” Of course, the dead are remarkable for most of us 
because we can only imagine them. We've made them 
spooky and shadowy. 

A: Death is not fearsome, it’s not wild. These are our peo- 
ple — after you see them dead it is unremarkable. For most 
of the history of our species, death was unremarkable. We're 
the first few generations that have not had to deal with it. 


Q: What can we do? 

A: We can reassert our responsibility to the dead, our 
willingness to deal with the dead. We should reassign our- 
selves those tasks: carrying our dead, burying our dead, 
being present, waking them, seeing them, saying what it 
means to have our hearts broken. These are the ways of 
getting in touch with our humanity. We should all try to 
see the skull behind the skin. e

The only 
casual thing about Ducky Wok is the silly 
name. Watch for nightly specials from the 
live seafood tanks, and don't miss the Viet- 
namese shrimp salad, stir-fried pea stems, 
crispy roast duck, chicken with lemongrass, 
even bowls of pho (beef noodle soup). And 
for dessert, a heavenly avocado smoothy 
NORTH EAST BREWING CO., 1314 Comm 
Ave, 566-6699. $11-$17. At last, a brewpub 
with both solid ales — even the light ones 
are clean-tasting — and delectable food.

The Blue Room

LTHOUGH A RESTAURANT is a per- 

sonal expression, it can be hard to discern 

the personality beneath the commercial ve- 
neer. That has never been the case with the Blue 
Room. It’s no more blue than One Kendall 
Square is in Kendall Square, but it has always ex- 
pressed lots of personality. 

The first time | reviewed it, | made light of the 
contrasting backgrounds of then-chef Stan 
Frankenthaler, schooled in the classical kitchens 
of Jasper White, and his partner Chris 
Schlesinger, the barbecue revivalist. Their com- 
mon ground was big flavors and live fire; they fell 
out over whether these 
techniques would be 
applied to the expen- 
sive foodstuffs of fine 
dining, or the cheaper 
fodder of classic bar- 
becue. Eventually, 
Frankenthaler moved 
on to his own vision at 
Salamander, while 
Schlesinger held on to 
the Blue Room, finally 
selling it a year ago to 
Steve Johnson. 

Johnson himself is a 
culinary personality, 
having served as a 
sous chef at Hamers- 
ley’s Bistro and then 
fronted a modern 
tapas menu at the 
Mercury Bar — mean- 
while organizing the 
culinary community in 
a series of Monday 
programs at Rad- 
cliffe’s Schlesinger Li- 
brary (no relation to 
Chris). So when he 
bought the Blue Room 
last year, there was 
some speculation that 
he would leaven the 
Cantabrigian tones of 
the place with the 
glossier night people 
who knew him from 
downtown. Based on 
history, his palate ought to be more Mediter- 
ranean and less Caribbean or Asian. _ 

But when I returned to the Blue Room for a 
second look, | was amazed most by the consis- 
tency of the place, as though the space had a mo- 
mentum of its own. The postmodern refurbish- 
ment of the American Woven Hose factory still 
endows modern art and bare beams and brick 
with a surprising warmth. On a rainy night, the 
room still smells of wool and woodsmoke. There 
are still open dishes of coarse salt and cracked 
pepper, and silverware wrapped in napkins on 
the table (the chopsticks are gone). There is still 
skate on the menu (used to be soy-marinated, 
now done French-style in brown butter with fried 
sage). The people look the same. It’s still loud. 
The service is better. The wine list has gone back 
to mostly French bottles, which I’ve noticed in

several new restaurants. Either Steve Johnson 
was always a Cambridge kind of guy, or Cam- 
bridge eclecticism digests all influences. 

Things start bistro, with big hunks of peasant 
sourdough bread and sweet butter (no olive oil!). 
I was expecting a revolutionary menu of all small 
plates, but in fact Johnson has kept the menu to a 
modest list of tapas-cum-salads and a decent as- 
sortment of full dinner platters. One can certainly 
assemble a stylish evening from a couple of small 
plates and perhaps a “side starch” ($3) such as 
jasmine rice, plantains, or the now-universal gar- 
lic mashed potatoes. And the full dinner plates 
often amount to assemblies of small-plate por- 
tions. That was certainly the case with our roast- 
ed giant blue hubbard squash with beets, wild 
rice, and sautéed chard ($16). Although the big 
slice of winter squash is positioned to “read” like 
a steak, with a steak-like garnish of walnut- 
horseradish butter, eating this dish quickly be- 
came a matter of alternating the individual fla- 
vors of squash, exceptionally good roasted beets, 
rather bland red chard, and wild rice with a light 
dusting of sweet spice. Cambridge, of course, de- 
mands more than one vegetarian entree; the oth- 
er currently is vegetarian bollito misto with arti- 


choke risotto and truffled oil ($17). 

A small plate in the old Blue Room style is 
seared scallops in hoisin and sesame ($9). The 
plate features five perfect sea scallops, lightly 
cooked in a sauce of thinned hoisin with some 
hot pepper added, and sesame seeds, with 
enough sautéed leeks in the middle to make this 
a light dinner for one, or a bar snack for two or 
three. A small plate of two salmon cakes — like 
crab cakes, except that they’re even more likely to 
fall apart onto your clothing — had a nifty gar- 
nish of small-leafed mache, the somewhat mu- 
cilaginous French field green that makes a simple 
vinaigrette dressing taste even richer than it is. 
Some people will expect a dipping sauce with any 
fried seafood, but this was well seasoncd by itself. 

The “duck duo” ($19) was a real entree, if in 
the bistro style. The meat was one lean duck 
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sausage and one crispy duck leg and thigh, 
spiced with clove and thyme, rather like Hamers- 
ley’s signature confit of duck. What held the plate 
together was a rich stew of white beans, pancetta, 
cabbage, carrots, and diced potato, able to sus- 
tain any Cambridge peasant fantasy. 

The wine list is reasonable, wide-ranging, and 
includes a few half-bottles, but a lot of the drink- 
ing is in pricey glasses. You know things are 
fashionable when a glass of pinot grigio (Hirsh- 
pron, 1995) is $5.50, and an unexceptional Chi- 
anti Classico is $7. Servers at the Blue Room 
pour a small taste of each wine before pouring 
the single glass, so perhaps if your expensive se- 
lection is not exactly as fruity or as dry as you ex- 
pected, you can switch. That would be a good 
trade-off for the expense, in my opinion. | should 
add that hot tea ($1.50) is served here exactly as 
it should be: loose-leaf tea comes to the table 
steeping in a china pot, and my choice, Keemun, 
was an excellent example, with a hint of winey 
acidity in the general toasty-chocolatey flavor. 
(Keemun is the one Chinese tea that goes well 
with milk, by the way.) 

Desserts are really exceptional, and a few dol- 
lars cheaper than desserts of similar interest and 


quality elsewhere. The warm chocolate cake with 
cinnamon cream and chocolate sauce ($5) has a 
flavor and texture midway between that of a great 
brownie and a great soufflé cake. That’s an 
amazing combination of power and finesse in any 
sport, sport. A fig and walnut tart ($5) purees the 
flavorings into something that tastes like pecan 
pie, but has neither crunch nor sticky goo to dis- 
tract you. It’s light and delectable, although the 
accompanying cider ice cream was too tart for 
my taste. 

The background music, when you can hear it, 
is jazz, but this remains a loud room with many 
smooth surfaces, although broken up with booths 
and baffles. The food has enough flavor to stand 
up to the sound, and Steve Johnson’s Blue Room 
expresses itself, its owner, and its customers, 
loud and clear. ood

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The all-American joys of zinfandel 


Zin wins

infandel (“zin” for short) is a red 
Z grape that’s made into two kinds of 

wine: red zinfandel and white 
zinfandel. For years, most zin grapes 
were poured into “white” zin, a bubble- 
gummy, pinkish liquid popular at art 
openings and student parties. (White 
zinfandel still remains a party wine for 
the younger set; as one savvy waitress | 
know observed, “When customers order a 
glass of white zinfandel, | automatically 
card them. Period.”) 

This public image meant that until the 
late 80s, few wine 
producers put much 
effort into creating 
fine red zin. It was 
a hobby wine, not 
widely sold. Public 
attention was fo- 
cused on other red- 
wine grapes: mer- 
lot, cabernet sauvi- 
gnon, pinot noir. 

Unlike those 
vinifera (the techni- 
cal term for the great 
European grape vari- 
etals), zinfandel is a 
purely American 
wine. Its origins may 
be “uncertain — 
some say it was im- 
ported from Yu- 
goslavia or southern 
Italy; others claim 
the East Coast — 
but this much is cer- 
tain: almost no zin- 
fandel wines of any 
merit are being made 
outside California. 

A good red zin is 
a tremendous expe- 
rience. With its bold 
flavors, zinfandel 
can be paired with a 
variety of foods, and 
it’s appropriate any- 
where from one’s porch to the most posh 
restaurants. It is a high-alcohol wine (aver- 
aging around 14 percent alcohol), with in- 
tense fruity accents. When tasting a red zin- 
fandel, try to pinpoint what fruits the wine 
conjures up: often it will be berries, though 
sometimes dark cherries or pomegranates 
come to mind. 

Versatility is red zinfandel’s strong suit. 
Red zins pair well with strong flavors; 
plenty of chicken dishes and most red- 
meat dishes take kindly to their lush, lively 
flavors. Serve zinfandel with dinner, and 
you'll be amazed by how smoothly the 
wine makes the shift from appetizer to ap- 
petizer, and then to entree. Even dessert 
won't completely destroy the jammy fla- 
vors of a top-notch zinfandel (and there 
are some good “late harvest” zins, even 
higher in alcohol, that drink almost like 
port and are served with dessert). 

Zins are drinkable when they’re young, 
and I’m positively ecstatic about two recent 
vintages of red zinfandel: 1994 and 1995. 
The Wine Spectator recently gave the 1995 
vintage an overall score of 96 out of 100, 
and the 1994 was just behind at 95 points. 
Those are impressive numbers. 

In terms of location, Napa and Sonoma 
counties still lead the way in producing 
yummy red zins, but two other California 
counties — Amador and San Luis Obispo 
— are the source of some excellent wines. 
Two wineries to seek out are Renwood, in 


the former, and Ridge, in the latter. 

So if you want to try a big, eclectic, fruity 
wine that pairs well with fish, poultry, and 
all manner of red meat, a bold young zin- 
fandel may be the way to go. And though 
you may not find it being served at parties 
quite yet, when it comes to dining out, zin is 
definitely in. 

Correction. To err is human, to forgive 
di-vine. So, thanks to Marcel Lachen- 
mann, an attentive reader, who pointed 
out that the Chateau de la Greffiere is 
grown in Burgundy, and not in the Loire,
